Report  of  the 

Board  of  Selectmen 


The  year  1987  has  been  a  tremendous  time  of  transition.  While  change 
is  ever  constant,  the  amount,  degree  and  form  of  changes  for  the  year 
1987  could  be  considered  record-setting.  Passage  of  the  Harwich  Home 
Rule  Charter  was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  significant  of  changes. 
The  3  member  full-time  Board  of  Selectmen  became  a  5  member  part- 
time  Board  of  Selectmen  effective  June  30,  1987.  The  new  constitution 
provided  for  the  June  election  which  placed  Sandra  Daniels  and  James 
Noonan  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  serving  with  Freeman  Allison, 
Shirley  Gomes  and  Juliana  Peterson.  Juliana  Peterson  was  appointed 
Acting  Town  Administrator  while  the  Search  Committee  sought  to  fill 
the  position  of  Harwich’s  first  Town  Administrator.  The  appointment  of 
Wayne  Melville  from  Bernardston,  MA  as  Town  Administrator  went  into 
effect  on  November  16,  1987,  shortly  after  the  implementation  date  of 
the  Charter,  November  1,  1987. 

The  Charter  provides  for  an  open  Town  Meeting-Board  of  Selectmen- 
Town  Administrator  form  of  town  government.  The  Board  of  Selectmen 
serves  as  the  chief  policy-making  executive  body  vested  with  all  of  the 
powers  and  duties  given  to  them  under  the  Constitution  and  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth.  They  are  empowered  to  implement  actions 
authorized  by  Town  Meeting  vote. 

Town  Administrator  Wayne  Melville  is  the  chief  administrative  officer 
of  the  Town  and  handles  all  of  the  day-to-day  affairs  —  budget, 
personnel,  departmental  operations  and  administrative  coordination  of 
town  committees,  commissions  and  boards. 
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The  April  election  placed  Shirley  A.  Gomes  in  office  as 
Selectmen/ Assessor  and  Board  of  Health  member.  At  the  Special 
Exemption  election  in  May,  1987,  voters  approved  four  questions: 
school  additions  and  renovations;  addition  and  renovation  of  Town  Hall; 
extension  of  water  mains  on  Long  Pond  Drive  and  acquisition  of  well- 
fields  in  North  Harwich. 

Further  Highlights 

—  Town  Hall  addition  and  renovations  began  in  September,  1987; 
Bonding  by  State  Street  Bank  in  the  fall  of  1987  also  allowed  for 
the  planning  to  proceed  on  the  school  building  and  renovations 
program,  and  the  water  and  land  acquisition  programs. 

—  Town  of  Harwich  bonded  $4,990,000.  which  will  have  a  $1.00 
impact  on  FY’89  real  estate  bills.  State  Street  Bank  of  Boston  was 
voted  as  the  Town’s  fiscal  agent. 

—  Harwich’s  first  full-time  year  round  Health  Agent,  Paula 
Champagne,  was  appointed. 

—  Low  bid  by  Hydro-Dredge  Corporation  was  accepted  and 
authorized  to  proceed  with  Allen  Harbor  dredging  project. 

—  Contracted  with  SEA  Consultants  to  prepare  final  design  plans 
for  the  Solid  Waste  Transfer  Station  to  be  built  in  the  Harwich 
Landfill  area. 

—  Board  signed  the  Order  of  Taking  relative  to  the  land  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Harwich  Housing  Authority  and  also  land¬ 
taking  near  Saquatucket  Harbor,  both  authorized  by  Annual 
Town  Meeting. 

—  Traffic  impact  studies  were  requested  of  Cape  Cod  Planning  and 
Economic  Development  Commission  for  the  intersections  of 
Route  39  and  Route  137  in  East  Harwich  and  Route  124  and 
Queen  Anne  Road  in  Harwich  Center. 

—  Cape  Cod  Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission’s 
Blue  Ribbon  Panel  presented  their  plan  to  establish  a  Cape  Cod 
Commission  which  would  be  a  Cape-wide  agency  for  land 
regulatory  use. 

—  Harwich  applied  to  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Partnership  to 
become  a  Partnership  Community.  A  Citizens  Advisory  Housing 
Committee  was  formed  to  help  develop  objectives  for  Harwich  as 
a  Partnership  Community. 

—  A  Cablevision  ascertainment  period  was  entered  into,  and 
citizens  were  encouraged  to  offer  their  input  to  Selectmen  and 
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the  Cablevision  Advisory  Committee  in  regards  to  cablevision 
service.  Contract  negotiations  for  renewal  of  Cape  Cod 
Cablevision’s  license  continues  with  the  Town  legally 
represented  by  Foley,  Hoag  &  Eliot. 

A  contract  was  awarded  to  replace  the  floats  at  Saquatucket 
Harbor. 

Computer  consultant  was  hired  to  assist  town  departments  with 
technical  support,  knowledge  and  training. 

Two  contracts  with  O’Hare  Consultants  provided  for  studies  of 
job  descriptions  of  Town  employees  under  the  Personnel  By- 
Laws  and  Town  employees  in  the  Service  Employees  Union. 

The  resignation  of  Town  Treasurer/Tax  Collector  Howard 
Whitcomb  was  accepted  with  regrets  and  Esther  Schrumpf  was 
appointed  Acting  Town  Treasurer  and  Carol  Mason  was 
appointed  Acting  Tax  Collector.  Margaret  Gallagher  was 
appointed  Acting  Town  Accountant  in  the  absence  of  Philip 
Sherman. 

Deputy  Fire  Chief  Robert  Hudson  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancy  of  Fire  Chief  John  Trocchi. 

Chief  of  Harwich  Police  Department,  John  Raneo,  announced  his 
retirement  effective  December  31,  1987  and  Capt.  Norman 
Fennell  was  appointed  Acting  Chief  of  the  Harwich  Police 
Department  and  Chief  effective  January  1, 1988.  Appreciation  is 
extended  to  Chief  Raneo  for  over  thirty  years  of  devoted  and 
highly  professional  service  to  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

The  resignation  of  Sandra  Bowen  as  Dog  Officer  was  accepted 
with  regrets.  She  served  our  community  for  12  years  and  we 
thank  her  for  her  efforts.  The  Board  appointed  Katheryne  Ryder 
to  serve  Harwich  as  the  new  Dog  Officer. 

Appreciation  also  to  Dot  Martes  of  the  Assessor’s  Office  and 
Ethel  Wurtz  of  the  Tax  Collector’s  Office  for  their  many  years  of 
service. 

The  retirement  of  Robert  Marceline  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Harwich  Landfill  Area  was  accepted  with  regrets,  following  over 
20  years  of  loyal  service  to  our  community.  Ron  Brilhante  was 
appointed  to  serve  as  Superintendent  of  the  Landfill  Area. 

New  Town  Committees  were  the  Search  Committee  for  the 
Town  Administrator,  the  By-Laws  Review  Committee,  Long 
Pond  Study  Committee  and  the  Water  Quality  Advisory  Board. 


To  the  members  who  volunteer  their  service  on  these  and  many 
other  Town  boards,  our  most  sincere  appreciation.  Volunteers 
are  the  heartbeat  of  our  healthy  community. 

A  special  thank-you  to  Town  employees.  Their  cooperation  has  made 
possible  this  smooth  year  of  transition. 

Thank  you  to  residents  and  voters  for  the  confidence  you  have  placed 
in  your  board  and  its  members  to  work  for  the  greatest  good  of  our  whole 
community.

My  first  six  weeks  in  Harwich  have  been  both  pleasant  and  busy.  The 
task  of  learning  day-to-day  routines,  procedures  and  systems  has  been 
made  a  great  deal  easier  through  the  support  of  department  heads  and 
employees  and  the  benevolence  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Preparation  of  a  capital  budget  and  an  operating  budget  for  the 
coming  year  has  been  my  principal  work  focus  to  date.  Capital  requests 
for  the  next  five  years  from  all  departments  have  been  reviewed  by  the 
Capital  Outlay  Committee,  and  a  ranking  of  projects  for  the  new  year 
has  been  prepared.  A  five  year  plan  will  follow  shortly.  This  effort  will 
serve  as  the  basis  for  my  annual  capital  budget  required  by  our  Town 
Charter. 

Department  heads  submitted  operating  budget  requests  to  me  in  late 
December.  This  year,  the  Finance  Committee  and  I  are  meeting  jointly 
with  each  department  to  review  their  request.  This  transitional  year 
arrangement  is  necessary  because  the  annual  budget  process  under  the 
Charter  begins  October  1,  while  the  Charter  did  not  become  effective 
until  November  1.  The  budget  process  will  be  on  track  with  the 
submission  of  my  budget  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  February. 

An  additional  benefit  of  working  with  the  Finance  Committee  has  been 
the  opportunity  to  quickly  acquire  an  historical  perspective  of  the  budget 
from  its  members.  This  has  provided  me  with  a  base  from  which  I  can 
apply  my  own  judgment. 

Thank  you  to  the  Town  Administrator  Search  Committee  for  having 
the  confidence  in  my  abilities  to  select  me  and  to  the  people  of  Harwich 
for  making  me  feel  welcome.

Report  of  the 

Personnel  Board 


The  Personnel  Board  continued  to  administer  the  By-law  and  to 
implement  the  revised  Classification/Compensation  Plan  approved  by 
the  voters  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

The  comprehensive  evaluation  and  classification  of  Town  positions 
completed  in  1985  in  collaboration  with  the  consultant  employed  by  the 
Town  for  that  purpose,  recommended  a  periodic  resurvey  cycle. 
Because  of  numerous  requests  for  position  reviews  and  as 
recommended  by  the  consultant,  the  Personnel  Board  initiated  a  new 
review  of  positions  within  its  purview  as  provided  under  Part  II  Section 
6(a)  of  the  Bylaw,  to  determine  if  any  reclassifications  should  be 
considered.  The  Plan  presented  to  the  voters  at  the  1988  Annual  Town 
Meeting  will  reflect  any  changes  recommended  by  the  Personnel  Board 
resulting  from  this  review.  No  definitive  actions  were  taken  on  cases 
implying  major  policy  or  administrative  decisions  under  Part  II  Section  4 
of  the  Bylaw  since  they  are  subject  to  review  by  the  Town  Administrator 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  4  Section  4-3-l(h)  of  the  new  Charter. 
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Throughout  the  year  the  Personnel  Board  met  with  members  of 
Commissions,  Boards  and  Committees,  department  heads  and 
employees,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Town  Counsel,  to  address 
issues  of  interpretation  of  the  Bylaw  regarding  grade  levels,  promotions 
and  compensation,  to  assure  compliance  under  General  Laws,  Chapter 
14  Section  108A. 

The  Personnel  Board  has  made  very  effort  to  keep  the  Town  apprised 
of  its  actions,  and  has  maintained  an  open  door  policy  making  the  Board 
accessible  to  all  interested  and  concerned  parties.  In  addition  to  the 
regularly  scheduled  meetings  of  the  Board,  special  meetings  were  held  to 
implement  that  policy.  All  meetings  were  publicly  announced  and 
conducted  in  conformity  with  Part  II  Section  2  of  the  Bylaw. 

Members  of  the  Personnel  Board  attended  local,  county  and  state 
meetings,  seminars  and  conferences  on  matters  pertaining  to  personnel 
administration  and  employee  benefits,  and  participated  in  the  activities 
of  the  Cape  Cod  Personnel  Association  and  the  American  Society  for 
Personnel  Administration,  by  virtue  of  holding  membership  in  both  of 
those  organizations. 

The  Personnel  Board  again  expresses  appreciation  to  all  Town 
employees  and  department  heads  for  their  continued  cooperation.  The 
harmonious  relationship  we  have  been  able  to  maintain  has  enabled  the 
Personnel  Board  to  fulfill  its  obligation  to  the  Town  and  assure  successful 
implementation  of  the  Bylaw.

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Report  of  the 

Planning  Board 


The  processing  of  development  applications  again  dominated  the 
Planning  Board’s  workload  in  1987.  Among  the  projects  reviewed,  three 
required  extraordinary  time  and  effort  by  the  Board.  These  were  the 
theater  on  Route  137,  the  Eastward  Homes  subdivision  off  Pleasant  Bay 
Road,  and  the  CAC  Realty  commercial  subdivision  at  the  intersection  of 
Routes  137  &  39. 

The  theater  application  resulted  in  litigation  with  the  Board  prevailing 
on  all  of  its  requirements.  Eastward  Homes  was  still  pending  as  of  the  end 
of  the  year.  It  concerned  a  60  lot  residential  subdivision  on  a  parcel  with 
numerous  design  constraints  and  ownership  problems.  After  many 
hearings,  a  much  improved  application  was  submitted.  The  CAC 
subdivision  involved  land  which  could  result  in  construction  of  an 
inordinate  amount  of  commercial  space.  This  plan  was  denied  because 
adequate  provision  was  not  made  by  the  developer  to  lessen  the 
congestion  and  safety  risks  which  would  have  been  generated  by  the 
project’s  large  estimated  traffic  volume. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  applications  that  the  Board  acted  on 
during  the  year: 

-  40  approval-not-required  land  divisions,  creating  119  lots 

-  23  subdivision  plans,  creating  171  lots. 

-  11  site  plans 

-  6  accessory  apartments 

-  Advisory  opinions  for  most  Board  of  Appeals  applications 

The  Master  Plan  Update  has  moved  along  at  a  good  pace  following  the 
development  of  a  scope  of  work  for  the  update  and  the  Board’s 
successful  effort  to  fund  an  assistant  Town  Planner  position.  The 
Planning  Department  and  Planning  Board  have  carried  out  some  of  the 
initial  tasks,  including  a  land  use  inventory  of  all  parcels  in  town  and 
tabulation  of  the  results  of  the  Master  Plan  Update  Citizen  Survey. 

In  accordance  with  the  new  Home  Rule  Charter,  the  Planning  Board 
will  report  to  the  Town  Meeting  on  the  Master  Plan  and  will  submit 
zoning  articles  only  for  the  October  Town  Meeting. 

The  Board  had  two  new  members  appointed.  Edward  Steeves  was 
appointed  but  resigned  for  personal  reasons.  He  was  replaced  by  Roy 
Mennell.

We  hereby  submit  our  report  of  activities  of  the  Harwich  Board  of 
Registrars  for  the  calendar  year  1987. 

The  January  1st  enrollment  of  Voters  was: 


Democrats:  1,680 

Republicans:  2,317 

Independents:  2,729 

TOTAL  6,726 


The  1987  Census  enumerated  a  total  population  of  8,901  persons  in 
3,948  households. 

The  Annual  Town  Census  was  conducted,  first  by  a  Town  wide 
mailing,  secondly  by  three  teams  of  street-listing  Census  Workers,  and 
finally  by  ongoing  telephone  and  street  by  street  solicitations.  The 
January  activities  coalesced  by  March  and  the  intake  of  Census  data  was 
put  aside  after  March  31st.  The  School-age  Children  List,  the  Listing  of 
the  Residents  of  Harwich  by  Streets  and  the  statistical  groupings  of  the 
population  were  tabulated  and  completed  by  the  middle  of  April. 

In  February  we  presented  our  Fiscal  Year  budget  to  the  Finance 
Committee.  On  the  24th  of  February  we  held  the  first  extended 
registration  period  prior  to  the  upcoming  Town  Election. 

During  March  three  special  registrations  were  held,  on  the  3rd,  14th, 
and  17th. 

On  April  6th  the  Town  Election  was  held  from  7  A.M.  until  8  P.M. 
Town  Meeting  took  place  April  7th,  8th,  9th  and  13th.  Special 
registrations  sessions  were  held  April  25th  and  28th  for  the  Special  Town 
Election. 
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On  May  18th  the  Special  Town  Election  for  the  override  of  Proposition 
2* l/2  was  held. 

On  the  6th  and  9th  of  June  special  Registrations  were  held.  The 
Special  Election  for  the  election  of  two  part  time  Selectmen  was 
conducted  on  the  29th  of  June. 

During  the  course  of  the  rest  of  the  year  preparations  were  made  for 
the  mailing  of  the  1988  Census  and  the  Master  Voting  List  was  retyped. 

During  November  the  papers  for  the  respective  Town  Committees 
were  submitted  for  certification,  as  were  a  variety  of  initiative  petitions. 

December  found  us  preparing  for  the  close  of  the  1987  Voting  List,  as 
well  as,  submitting  the  budget  for  Fiscal  Year  1989  to  the  Town 
Accountant,  Town  Administrator  and  the  Selectmen  of  Harwich. 

The  Board  of  Registrars  would  like  to  extend  our  gratitude  to  Joan 
Green  and  Phyllis  Harrington  who  served  as  Clerks  for  varying  periods 
of  time  in  the  course  of  1987,  and  who  always  maintained  delightfully 
pleasant  demeanors  while  working  diligently  for  the  Board. 

Presently  the  Board  of  Registrars  look  forward  to  the  onloading  of  our 
Data  onto  the  computer.  Once  again  we  ask  the  cooperation  and  help  of 
the  people  of  Harwich  as  we  gather  the  Census  data.

Report  of  the 

Town  Counsel 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

I  respectfully  submit  this  report  as  Town  Counsel  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1987. 
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With  the  adoption  of  the  Home  Rule  Charter  in  April  1987,  and  the 
transition  to  a  five-member  part-time  Board  of  Selectmen/Town 
Administrator  form  of  government,  the  legal  department  was  and 
continues  to  be  actively  involved  in  assisting  various  town  departments 
with  charter  implementation  and  interpretation.  The  last  six  months  of 
1987  were  particularly  interesting  and  significant  as  all  town  departments 
worked  to  bring  to  fruition  history-making  changes  in  our  governmental 
structure. 

Work  continues  on  land  acquisitions  for  a  wellfield  in  North  Harwich 
as  voted  at  the  1987  Town  Meeting  with  the  expectation  that  it  will  be 
completed  before  the  May  1988  Town  Meeting.  Title  work  also 
continues  pursuant  to  the  on-going  program  designed  to  place  land 
presently  untaxed  on  the  tax  rolls  of  the  town.  Since  the  last  report,  work 
has  been  completed  on  approximately  70  acres  of  land  south  of  the 
Headwaters  Subdivision.  Work  presently  is  focusing  on  approximately 
140  acres  in  two  separate  locations  with  an  anticipated  completion  date 
of  April  1988. 

The  legal  department  has  provided  the  Selectmen  and  the  auditors 
with  a  detailed  report  of  litigation  pending  against  the  town  most  of  which 
involves  non-financial  matters,  i.e.  zoning  and  subdivision  control  cases. 
Other  claims  against  the  town  do  not  threaten  its  financial  stability. 

While  the  focus  of  attention  in  1987  was  on  the  new  Town  Charter, 
questions  and  concerns  generated  by  the  administration  of  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law  and  the  Zoning  By-Laws  continued  to  expand 
as  the  town  expands.  Much  of  the  work  in  the  legal  department  is  in 
these  two  areas. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  publicly  the  Selectmen  and  all 
departments  with  whom  I  had  the  pleasure  of  working  during  the  past 
year  for  their  dedication  and  cooperative  spirit  which  well  serves  the 
citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich  and  helps  make  the  job  of  the  legal 
department  a  pleasant  one.

Pursuant  to  our  Committee’s  mandate  from  the  Harwich  Town 
Charter,  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee  reports  its  priorities  as  follows: 


Priority 

1.  Assessor’s  (Revaluation)  $  74,000

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Conservation  Commission’s  request  for 
$3.5  million  was  received  too  late  to  be  adequately  reviewed,  although 
the  Committee  does  recognize  the  high  priority  of  such  plans.  The 
Conservation  Commission’s  request  for  $3.5  million  overlaps  the  Water 
Department’s  request  (priority  #4)  of  $1.5  million  for  the  same  parcel  of 
land  in  East  Harwich,  which  effectively  reduces  the  Conservation  figure 
to  $2.0  million. 

Additionally,  the  Highway  Department  budget  was  considered  as  a 
package  (priority  #5).  The  Committee  acknowledges  that  individual  line 
items  of  this  budget  may  have  a  higher  priority. 

The  Capital  Outlay  Committee  also  voted  to  recommend  provisions 
of  a  sufficient  fund  to  the  stabilization  fund  for  SEMASS,  because  the 
scope  of  waste  disposal  costs  are  not  yet  accurately  known. 

In  conclusion,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  I  would  like  to  express  the 
appreciation  of  the  Capital  Outlay  Committee  to  all  the  town 
departments  and  committees  whose  conscientious  efforts  have  made 
our  task  achievable.

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Report  of  the 

Planning  Department 


This  is  the  first  annual  report  of  the  Planning  Department  since  it  was 
formed  just  this  year  by  the  adoption  of  the  Town’s  Home  Rule  Charter. 
Originally  known  as  the  Office  of  the  Town  Planner/Grantsman,  the 
Planning  Department  now  has  a  total  staff  of  three  with  the  addition  of  an 
Assistant  Town  Planner  and  a  Principal  Clerk. 

The  citizens  of  Harwich  made  a  wise  decision  by  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  the  two  new  positions  at  the  1987  Annual  Town 
Meeting.  The  Principal  Clerk  position  was  filled  by  Barbara  Branley,  a 
very  capable  secretary.  Our  new  Assistant  Town  Planner,  John  (Jay) 
Grande,  is  a  graduate  of  West  Virginia  University  and  has  two  years  of 
professional  experience.  Both  are  very  conscientious,  productive 
employees  and  have  facilitated  greater  output  by  the  Department. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  initial  work  for  the  Master  Plan  Update 
is  well  under  way.  We  have  completed  a  land  use  inventory  for  every 
parcel  in  town.  The  land  use  inventory  as  well  as  the  Planning  Board’s 
Citizen  Survey  results  have  been  tabulated  on  the  Department’s 
computer.  The  survey  produced  a  healthy  variety  of  excellent 
observations  by  residents  all  over  town.  This  information,  together  with 
recently  completed  environmental  overlay  maps  and  other  data  to  be 
gathered  by  the  Department  and  the  Planning  Board,  will  comprise  the 
background  studies  of  the  Master  Plan  Update.  Such  studies  determine 
the  content  of  the  Master  Plan’s  Plan  for  the  Future. 

Also  completed  was  the  first  phase  of  planning  to  address  the 
affordable  housing  shortage.  Such  work  is  essential  to  the  next  task  of 
developing  an  acceptable  and  realistic  affordable  housing  strategy  for 
the  Town.  In  addition  to  the  obvious  benefits  of  providing  such  housing, 
this  will  keep  the  Town  eligible  to  receive  discretionary  funds  (grants) 
from  the  Commonwealth.  Towns  which  have  not  actively  encouraged 
the  development  of  low-cost  housing  have  had  such  funds  withheld  per 
Executive  Order  215. 

The  Department  provided  development  application  review  services  to 
the  Planning  Board  in  connection  with  “approval-not-required”  land 
divisions,  subdivisions,  site  plans,  special  permits  for  cluster 
development,  multi-family  dwellings,  motels  and  accessory  apartments, 
and  advisory  opinions  for  every  application  to  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Appeals.  In  addition,  we  provided  initial  guidance  to  applicants  regarding 
limitations  to  development,  application  requirements,  and 
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miscellaneous  pre-application  considerations.  This  served  to  lessen  time 
wasted  by  the  Planning  Board  and  applicants,  with  better-planned 
projects  as  the  end  result. 

Regarding  grants,  the  Department  was  quite  busy  at  researching  grant 
leads,  preparing  new  proposals  and  preparing  the  necessary  follow-ups 
for  existing  grants  and  grant  applications.  Such  activities  last  year  and 
this  year  are  expected  to  yield  several  awards,  including  an  $88,000  Self 
Help  open  space  grant  to  reimburse  the  Town’s  acquisition  of  a  strategic 
parcel  on  the  Herring  River,  opposite  Bowmar’s  Island;  a  $300,000  grant 
to  dredge  Wychmere  Channel  and  its  mooring  areas;  a  mini-grant  to 
facilitate  the  formulation  of  a  management  team  among  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  Town  Administrator  and  department  heads;  a  grant  to  share 
the  costs  of  hiring  an  environmental  intern  for  three  months;  and  a  grant 
to  fund  a  survey  and  inventory  of  historic  resources  in  Harwich. 

The  Department  is  taking  the  necessary  steps  to  apply  in  1988  for  up 
to  three  million  dollars  of  aid  for  the  purchase  of  water  supply/open 
space  land  in  East  Harwich.  Funding  will  also  be  sought  for  water  quality 
protection  pruposes. 

In  summary,  1987  was  a  positive,  successful  year.  The  next  year 
promises  to  be  even  more  productive  because  the  Department’s  staff 
will  be  better  trained  and  greater  use  will  be  made  of  the  computer. 

As  in  the  past,  it  has  been  a  pleasure  working  with  the  dedicated  and 
competent  employees,  board  and  committee  members,  and  citizens  of 
the  Town  of  Harwich.

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Report  of  the 

Harwich  Charter  Commission 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Harwich: 

In  April  of  1986  the  voters  of  Harwich  decided  overwhelmingly  to 
establish  a  Charter  Commission.  The  nine-member  commission,  elected 
on  the  same  ballot,  set  to  work  immediately  and  agreed  that  five  goals 
were  important:  To  preserve  the  best  of  New  England  town  government; 
to  improve  town  government  administration;  to  achieve  a  larger 
measure  of  budgetary  control;  to  increase  accountability;  and  to 
increase  citizen  interest  and  participation  in  town  government. 

One  year  and  nearly  forty  public  meetings  and  hearings  later,  the 
Harwich  Charter  Commission  offered  the  voters  a  proposed  new 
charter  which  was  adopted  by  ballot  vote  in  April  of  1987  by  a  margin  of 
two  to  one.  The  charter  has  addressed  those  originally  established  goals 
as  follows: 

To  preserve  the  best  of  traditional  town  government,  the  open 
town  meeting  has  been  retained  and  the  right  of  citizen  petition  is  clearly 
set  forth.  Town  meetings  will  be  held  in  May  and  October,  the  former 
designed  to  deal  primarily  with  fiscal  matters  and  the  latter  designated  to 
deal  with  issues  such  as  zoning  and  other  by-law  matters.  These 
provisions  should  help  to  dramatically  reduce  the  length  of  the  warrants, 
the  length  of  town  meetings,  and  should  encourage  greater  voter 
participation. 

To  improve  town  government  administration,  a  Town 
Administrator  will  replace  the  full-time  Board  of  Selectmen  in  guiding  the 
day-to-day  operations  of  the  town.  The  Administrator  will  be  appointed 
and  directed  by  a  newly-established  five-member  part-time  Board  of 
Selectmen  who  will  now  be  the  principal  policy-making  body  of  the  town. 
Centralization  of  several  previously  fragmented  town  functions, 
particularly  the  maintenance  areas,  will  allow  and  promote  cost-effective 
sharing  of  equipment,  manpower,  and  other  resources. 

To  achieve  a  larger  measure  of  budgetary  control,  the  charter 
has  established  a  budget  process  under  which  the  Town  Administrator  is 
chiefly  responsible  for  the  preparation  and  presentation  of  the  annual 
budget.  The  various  responsibilities  of  department  heads,  selectmen, 
and  the  finance  committee  are  clearly  outlined. 

To  increase  accountability  the  charter  has  shortened  the  ballot, 
placing  some  previously  elected  offices  under  appropriate  supervision. 
To  introduce  accountability  in  elected  offices,  a  process  for  recall  has 
been  established  for  the  first  time  in  the  town  of  Harwich.  While  it  is 
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hoped  that  such  a  provision  need  never  be  exercised,  its  availability 
should  help  keep  elected  officials  responsive  to  the  voters. 

Several  provisions  will  help  to  increase  citizen  interest  and 
participation  in  town  government.  The  provision  requiring  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  advertise  vacancies  on  town  boards  should  help  to 
broaden  participation.  The  requirement  that  all  boards  file  minutes  of 
their  meetings  with  the  Town  Clerk  will  ensure  that  this  information  is 
always  consistently  and  readily  available  to  the  public.  Further,  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  May  and  October  town  meeting  dates  will  allow 
many  of  our  more  seasonal  residents  to  participate  in  the  decision¬ 
making  process. 

The  commission  attempted  to  keep  the  charter  general  and  flexible, 
believing  that  matters  of  detail  can  best  be  implemented  by  by-law,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Town  Administrator,  and,  of  course,  by  the 
town  meeting  which  continues  to  have  the  capacity  to  vote  on  almost 
any  issue.  The  Charter  itself  can  be  amended  as  may  be  necessary,  or  it 
can  be  supplemented  at  any  time  through  simple  by-law  changes. 

The  Harwich  Charter  Commission  officially  passed  out  of  existence 
on  May  6,  1987,  30  days  after  passage  of  the  Charter.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  the  work  accomplished  will  prove  to  be  only  the  first  page 
of  a  new  chapter  in  Harwich’s  history. 

The  commission  takes  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  support, 
assistance,  and  cooperation  received  from  the  voters,  members  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  other  elected  and  appointed  boards  and  officials, 
and  the  several  department  heads  who  attended  the  charter  commission 
meetings.  Our  deepest  appreciation  goes  to  Dr.  David  A.  Booth, 
Charter  Consultant,  for  his  invaluable  expertise.  And  to  commission 
secretary,  Louise  Mihovan,  many  thanks  for  her  patience  and  fortitude. 
In  conclusion,  a  personal  thank  you  from  the  chairman  to  all  the 
members  of  the  commission  for  having  maintained  such  a  tremendous 
spirit  of  compromise,  cooperation,  and  mutual  respect  throughout  the 
entire  proceeding.  And,  finally,  a  particular  note  of  thanks  to  those 
members  who  remembered  to  bring  their  flashlights.  ’Tis  indeed  better 
to  light  just  one  . . .  than  to  curse  the  darkness.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 
April  6,  1987 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  the  High  School  Gymnasium, 
Oak  St.,  Harwich,  Massachusetts.  The  Moderator,  Michael  Ford, 
having  been  previously  sworn  in  by  the  Town  Clerk,  Ruth  B.  Ericson, 
called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:00  P.M.,  and  recessed  to  7:15  P.M.  as 
many  people  were  still  waiting  to  enter  and  be  seated.  A  total  of  894 
voters  attended  this  session. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:15  P.M.  and  was  opened  with  an 
invocation  by  Father  Gabriel  of  Holy  Trinity  Church. 

All  officials  who  were  elected  on  April  6,  and  who  were  present  at 
Town  Meeting,  assembled  to  be  sworn  in  by  the  Moderator.  (11 
members) 

The  Town  Clerk  read  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  and  return 
of  the  warrant.  There  being  no  objection,  the  clerk  dispensed  with  the 
reading  of  all  the  articles. 
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Article  2.  Appoint  Town  Officers 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  other  Town  Officers  and  Committees.

Motion:  (Mr.  Tobey)  I  move  this  article  be  accepted  and  adopted  and 
that  the  sum  of  $13,013,000.00  be  appropriated  for  constructing, 
originally  equipping  and  furnishing  additions  to  the  Intermediate, 
Elementary,  and  High  School  and  for  remodeling,  reconstructing  and 
making  extraordinary  repairs  to  the  Town’s  existing  school  facilities; 
that  to  raise  this  appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  is  authorized  to  borrow  $13,013,000  under  G.L.  C.44,  Sec.  7 
or  under  Chapter  645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended;  that  the  School 
Building  Committee  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  is  authorized  to 
contract  for  any  Federal  or  State  aid  available  for  the  project;  and  that 
the  School  Building  Committee  is  authorized  to  take  any  other  action 
necessary  to  carry  out  this  project;  provided,  however,  that  this  vote 
shall  not  take  effect  until  the  Town  votes  to  exempt  from  the  limitation 
on  total  taxes  imposed  by  G.L.  C.59,  Sec.  2 1C  amounts  required  to  pay 
the  principal  of  and  interest  on  the  borrowing  authorized  by  this  vote.  Of 
this  appropriation,  $42,000  is  for  the  cost  of  the  bond  issuance  and  the 
balance,  $12,971,000  is  for  the  work  to  be  done.  (Duly  seconded) 
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Motion:  (Mr.  Noonan)  I  move  to  end  the  debate:  move  the  question. 

Action:  It  is  a  unanimous  vote  and  I  so  declare  it. 

Action  on  Main  Motion  by  Mr.  Tobey:  a  2/3  vote  is  needed.  A 
secret  ballot  was  taken:  YES  675  —  NO  131.  It  is  a  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried  to  adjourn  until  7:00  P.M.  on  Wed., 
April  8.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  assume  liability  in  the  matter 
provided  by  Section  29  of  Chapter  91  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended 
by  Chapter  516  and  524,  Acts  of  1950,  for  all  damages  that  may  be 
incurred  by  work  to  be  performed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  of 
Massachusetts,  for  the  improvement,  development,  maintenance  and 
protection  of  tidal  and  non-tidal  rivers,  streams,  harbors,  tidewaters, 
foreshores  and  shores  along  a  public  beach  outside  of  Boston  Harbor, 
including  the  Merrimack  and  Connecticut  Rivers  in  accordance  with 
Section  11  of  Chapter  91  of  the  General  Laws  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver  a  bond  of  indemnity  to  the 
Commonwealth.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Motion:  (Mr.  Ruggles)  I  move  that  this  article  be  accepted  and 
adopted.  (Duly  seconded) 

Action:  So  voted  by  voice  vote. 
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Article  14.  Certify  Assessments 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sufficient  sum  of  money  to  pay  the  costs  of  certifying  real  and  personal 
property  assessments  in  the  Town  as  required  by  State  Law  and  to  act 
fully  thereon.  By  request  of  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

Motion:  (Mr.  Ruggles)  I  move  that  this  article  be  accepted  and 
adopted  and  that  the  sum  of  One  hundred  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
($175,000)  be  raised  and  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  (Duly 
seconded) 

Action:  So  voted  by  voice  vote. 

Article  15.  Amend  Zoning  By-Law  Sec.  IV  Par.  B.  Applic.  (lots) 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law, 
Section  IV,  Paragraph  B.  Application,  be  deleting  said  paragraph  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  paragraph  to  read  as  follows: 

B.  APPLICATION:  Except  as  herein  provided  or  as  specifically 
exempted  by  the  Zoning  Act,  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  apply  to 
the  erection,  construction,  re-construction,  alteration  or  use  of  buildings 
and  structures  and  to  the  use  and  creation  of  lots.  As  provided  herein 
and  in  the  Zoning  Act,  existing  uses  and  structures  lawfully  established 
or  constructed,  which  do  not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law, 
may  continue  as  non-conforming. 

1.  Existing  lots  lawfully  laid  out  by  plan  or  deed,  which  complied  at  the 
time  of  layout  with  applicable  provisions  of  Zoning  By-Laws,  if  any,  may 
be  built  upon  for  single-family  residential  purposes,  provided: 

(a)  Said  lots  to  have  fifty  (50)  feet  of  frontage  and  five  thousand 
(5,000)  square  feet  of  area: 

(b)  The  buildings  to  be  located  thereon  are  set  back  at  least  ten  (10) 
feet  from  the  side  and  rear  lot  lines,  and  at  least  twenty-five  (25) 
feet  from  street  lot  line. 

(c)  Said  lots  are  buildable  under  other  applicable  provisions  of  the 
law;  and 

(d)  If  said  lots  are  shown  on  a  subdivision  plan  as  defined  in  the 
Subdivision  Control  Law,  which  plan  has  been  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board,  the  roads  shown  on  such  plan  have  been 
installed  in  accordance  with  Planning  Board  requirements,  if 
any,  in  effect  at  the  time  the  plan  was  submitted  to  the  Planning 
Board  and  a  release  of  the  road  covenant  or  release  of  other 
security,  if  any,  has  been  obtained  from  the  Board  prior  to  five

3-701.  The  Town  shall  have  a  Permanent  Building  Committee 
consisting  of  five  voters  of  the  Town  appointed  for  terms  of  three  years 
each,  the  terms  of  no  more  than  two  of  which  shall  expire  in  any  one 
year.  The  membership  of  the  committee  shall  include,  among  others,  the 
following:  (a)  a  registered  professional  engineer;  (b)  an  accountant;  and 
(c)  an  attorney  at  law.  No  regular  member  of  the  committee  shall  be  a 
town  official  or  town  employee. 

On  or  before  July  1  in  each  year,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint 
to  the  committee  one  or  two  members  (as  the  case  may  be)  to  serve  until 
June  30  in  the  third  year  thereafter  and  until  his/her  successor  is 
appointed  and  qualified.  The  adoption  of  this  by-law  shall  not  affect  the 
term  of  any  member  of  a  building  committee  as  constituted  and  existing 
on  the  effective  date  of  this  by-law.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  member  so  appointed 
shall  serve  for  the  unexpired  term  of  his/her  predecessor.  If  any  regular 
member  of  the  committee  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  Town,  or 
accepts  any  position  that  would  have  him/her  ineligible  for  appointment 
to  the  committee,  he/she  shall  forthwith  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
committee.  If  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  unable  to  find  available  a 
qualified  and  willing  candidate  for  appointment  as  specified  in  clauses  (a), 
(b),  and  (c),  they  may  instead  appoint  a  person  experienced  as  an 
executive  in  a  financial,  business,  or  construction  organization.  The 
committee  shall  choose  its  own  officers. 

The  board,  commission  or  committee  for  which  a  Town-owned 
building  or  structure  is  being  planned  or  constructed  shall  appoint  not 
more  than  two  representatives  to  the  committee  who  shall  be  entitled  to 
participate  in  the  activities  of  the  committee  and  vote  on  matters 
affecting  the  particular  project  for  which  they  are  so  appointed.  Such 
appointed  members  shall  be  voters  of  the  Town  and  shall  serve  only  for 
the  time  during  which  the  committee  is  exercising  its  function  with 
respect  to  such  project.  No  such  appointed  member  of  the  committee 
shall  be  a  town  employee. 

When  authorized  by  the  Town  Meeting,  the  Permanent  Building 
Committee  shall  have  general  supervision  over  study,  design,  and 
construction  of  Town-owned  buildings  and  structures  including  the 
authority  to  employ  professional  assistants,  to  obtain  bids,  and  to  enter 
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into  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  Town  for  preparation  of  plans  and 
specifications,  and  for  the  construction,  alteration,  or  enlargement, 
including  equipping  and  furnishing,  of  Town-owned  buildings  and 
structures.  The  plans  and  specifications  for  all  such  construction, 
equipping  and  furnishing,  shall  in  each  instance  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  board,  commission,  or  committee,  for  which  such 
building  or  structure  is  being  planned  or  constructed.  Before  the 
solicitation  of  bids  for  the  construction,  reconstruction,  alteration  or 
enlargement  of  a  Town-owned  building  or  structure,  the  Permanent 
Building  Committee  shall  submit  the  plans  to  the  Town  Building 
Inspector  for  review  and  such  recommended  changes  as  may  be 
necessary  to  bring  such  plans  into  conformity  with  applicable  state  and 
municipal  building  codes. 

The  Committee  may  make  recommendations  and  reports  to  the 
Town  from  time  to  time  and  shall  report  its  activities  and 
recommendations  in  the  Annual  Town  Report  and  to  act  fully  thereon.

HUMAN  SERVICES 


Report  of  the 

Council  on  Aging 


The  Council  on  Aging  is  a  Town  agency  responsible  for  planning  and 
implementing  activities  designed  to  meet  the  needs  and  interests  of 
Senior  Citizens,  3,000  townspeople  are  enrolled  as  members  who  make 
use  of  our  services.  This  is  approximately  70  percent  of  the  adult 
population  of  Harwich,  according  to  the  1980  census. 

We  provide  a  broad  range  of  services  and  programs.  Among  them  are 
the  Minibus  which  offers  rides  for  Seniors  without  other  means  of 
transportation,  for  grocery  shopping  and  visits  to  Banks;  Meals-on- 
Wheels  transports  ready-cooked  food  to  shut-ins.  We  also  cooperate 
with  Brooks  Library  to  send  a  Bookmobile  to  their  homes.  We  work  with 
the  Police  Department  to  conduct  a  Telephone  Reassurance  program. 
We  have  an  Outreach  Program  which  ascertains  the  needs  of  Seniors 
and  makes  home  visits. 

In  addition,  we  provide  counseling  on  a  regular  basis  on  matters  such 
as  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield,  Legal  Advice,  Finance  and  Taxes,  and  Social 
Security.  Twice  weekly  Blood  Pressure  monitoring  is  offered. 

Classes  are  organized  for  Physical  Fitness,  Arts,  Crafts  and  Hobbies, 
and  hiking.  Congregate  low-cost  nutritious  meals — with  free 
transportation — are  arranged.  We  offer  referrals  to  Elder  Services  of 
Cape  Cod  and  the  Islands.  Twice  a  year  we  handle  distribution  of  surplus 
government  food.  We  conduct  one-day  trips  to  interesting  locales,  and 
arrange  monthly  luncheons  at  a  variety  of  restaurants.  We  are  affiliated 
with  AARP. 

The  council  consists  of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen, 
plus  an  Executive  Director  hired  by  the  Council.  We  are  funded  in  part 
by  a  Town  appropriation  and  in  part  by  a  non-profit  corporation  known 
as  The  Friends  of  Albro  House. 

The  Friends  of  Albro  House  raise  and  distribute  funds  to  provide 
programs  for  the  Senior  Citizens  of  Harwich  that  are  not  otherwise

available.  For  example,  the  Minibus  is  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Friends. 

All  activities  and  services  are  available  to  persons  who  have  reached 
their  fifty-ninth  birthday.  A  call  to  Albro  House  at  432-4422  will  provide 
more  detailed  information.

Report  of  the 

Board  of  Health 


The  new  Harwich  Home  Rule  Charter  separates  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  from  the  Board  of  Health.  Elected  members  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  elected  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the  Charter,  have  the  option 
to  serve  out  their  term  of  office.  As  of  November  1,  1987,  new  members 
to  the  Board  of  Health  are  appointed. 
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Due  to  personal  reasons,  Selectman  Freeman  Allison  resigned  from 
the  Board  of  Health.  His  resignation  was  accepted  with  regrets. 
Appreciation  is  extended  to  him  for  his  service  to  the  Board.  Appointed 
to  fill  his  position  was  Dr.  Carol  Topolewski  who  adds  a  much  needed 
medical  dimension  to  the  present  Board  of  Health. 

Paula  Champagne  was  appointed  as  the  Town’s  first  full  time  Health 
Agent.  Her  expertise  brings  a  quality  of  professionalism  from  which  our 
Town  will  reap  great  rewards.  We  are  fortunate,  also,  to  continue  to  have 
the  services  of  William  Doubleday  as  our  seasonal  Health  Inspector  and 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

The  enlarged  staff  and  the  expanded  separate  meetings  have  allowed 
the  Board  to  address  more  areas  of  critical  concern  and  to  develop  plans 
to  address  future  concerns.  Some  of  the  most  significant  changes  of  the 
past  year  were: 

—  Contracted  work  to  clean  up,  reshape  and  reline  the  present 
lagoons  at  the  landfill  area.  The  lagoons  are  under  a  DEQE 
Administrative  order  to  close  up  as  soon  as  possible.  The  work 
done  has  extended  the  use  and  efficiency  of  the  lagoons  for  the 
present. 

—  Viewed  a  slide  presentation  on  solar  aquaculture  wastewater 
treatment.  The  presentation  was  given  by  Dr.  John  Todd  and  is 
being  considered  as  a  viable  option  to  replace  the  lagoons.  The 
cost  and  options  of  such  an  innovative  system  are  being  reveiwed 
and  will  hopefully  be  ready  for  your  consideration  at  Town 
Meeting. 

—  Septage  haulers  were  requested  to  apply  to  the  Board  of  Health  in 
order  to  do  any  planned  pumping  of  systems  of  more  than  2,500 
gallons  per  day.  This  advance  planning  enables  the  Board  of  Health 
to  control  the  disposal  amounts  at  the  lagoons  and  to  help  keep  the 
volume  within  the  12,500  daily  capacity  of  the  lagoons. 

—  Owners  of  underground  storage  tanks  (UST)  of  less  than  1,000 
gallons  were  notified  that  they  must  file  a  report  annually  with  the 
Board  of  Health  listing  the  size,  type,  age  and  location. 

—  The  Conservation  Commission  was  notified  of  the  new  policy  of 
the  Board  that  any  parcel  which  requires  compliance  with  the 
Wetlands  Protection  Act  and/or  Town  of  Harwich  Wetlands 
Protection  By-Laws  must  obtain  Conservation  Commission 
approval  before  a  hearing  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

—  The  Harwich  Planning  Board  was  advised  of  the  new  Board  of 
Health  policy  that  all  preliminary  plans  for  sub-divisions  must  show 
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the  general  locus  of  the  septic  systems  before  receiving  Board  of 
Health  review. 

—  A  Statement  of  Concern  regarding  the  medical  crisis  on  Cape  Cod 
was  drafted  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  sent  to  Cape  Cod  Hospital, 
Mass.  Medical  Society  and  all  Cape  legislators. 

—  Swimming  pool  owners  were  notified  that  they  must  comply  with 
state  statutes  that  require  6'  pool  enclosures  and  automatic 
disinfection  equipment. 

—  Future  use  of  septic  tank  and  cesspool  cleaners  with  a  PH  of  less 
than  4.3  or  greater  than  8.2,  any  organic  solvent  and/or  any 
substances  classified  by  state  or  federal  agencies  as  toxic 
substances  were  banned  in  the  Town  of  Harwich. 

—  A  Health  Thyself/B.C.  B.S.  Heimlich  Maneuver  Workshop  was 
planned  for  Town  food  service  users.  The  scheduled  program  for 
Monday,  June  1st  had  to  be  cancelled  when  B.C.  B.S.  had  a  cut 
back  in  training  funds  for  their  personnel. 

—  A  new  committee,  advisory  to  the  Board  of  Health,  was 
established.  The  Water  Quality  Advisory  Board  studies  and 
recommends  actions  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

—  The  Solid  Waste  Advisory  Committee,  also  advisory  to  the  Board 
of  Health,  has  continued  to  work  diligently  through  the  preliminary 
design  stage  of  the  Transfer  Station.  Final  designs,  specifications, 
and  bidding  will  be  readied  prior  to  Spring  Town  Meeting. 

—  The  Board  of  Health  is  very  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Solid 
Waste  Advisory  Committee  and  the  Water  Quality  Advisory 
Board  for  their  dedication  and  diligence.  They  give  very  generously 
of  their  time  and  expertise  to  areas  which  are  of  vital  concern  to  the 
Board  of  Health  and  to  all  Harwich  residents. 

—  The  Harwich  Landfill  Area  has  completed  its  first  full  year  with 
users’  fees.  Rates  will  remain  the  same  for  FY88.  Study  of  users’ 
rates  when  the  Transfer  Station  is  built  and  in  operation  — 
hopefully,  Fall  of  1988  —  are  being  assessed. 

—  The  Landfill  Area  was  closed  on  Tuesdays  beginning  December  1, 
1987  to  allow  the  three  full  time  employees  the  extra  opportunity  to 
work  and  help  bring  the  landfill  up  to  standards.  Town  Meeting 
approved  the  hiring  of  one  more  employee  at  the  Landfill  area  as  of 
July  1, 1987,  but  because  of  illness  and  retirement,  the  full  time  staff 
of  three  was  not  operational  until  the  fall  of  ’87.  Recycling  efforts 
also  began  there  in  the  fall  and  will  be  developed  to  a  fuller  scale  in 
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the  year  to  come.  A  compost  pile  was  started.  Containers  are  there 
to  receive  clear,  green  and  brown  glass  and  also  to  receive 
aluminum  cans  and  waste  oil.  The  new  Bomag  compactor, 
authorized  by  Town  Meeting  action,  helps  to  contain  our  landfill 
and  is  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  landfill  operation. 

—  The  Board  of  Health  notes  with  regret  the  retirement  of  Landfill 
Area  Superintendent  Robert  Marceline.  He  has  served  our  Town 
faithfully  for  over  20  years.  We  wish  him  well  in  his  retirement. 

We  extend  our  appreciation  to  the  new  superintendent  of  the  Landfill 
Area,  Ronald  Brilhante,  for  the  plans  he  has  developed.  We  are  also  most 
grateful  to  the  Gatekeepers  who  work  at  the  Landfill  Area.  They  have 
had  to  bear  the  brunt  of  our  first  year’s  adjustments  to  users’  fees  at  the 
Landfill  Area.  We  encourage  our  citizens  to  be  patient  and 
understanding  as  we  all  adjust  to  new  regulations  at  the  landfill.  The 
Board  of  health  endorsed  a  Spring  and  Fall  Clean-up  period  when  no 
charges  were  made  for  yard  clean-up  debris  for  a  certain  fixed  period  of 
time  which  was  announced  to  the  public.  These  and  other  measures  will 
be  assessed  and  adjusted  as  needs  are  determined. 

We  are  committed  to  working  for  a  healthier  Harwich.

Health  Agent 


The  year  1987  has  been  one  of  great  change  within  the  Health 
Department.  With  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of 
Communities  and  Development,  the  Town  in  August  was  able  to  secure 
the  first  full  time  permanent  position  of  Health  Agent.  The  three  year 
grant  program  provides  for  reimbursement  of  salary  and  minimal 
expenses  of  75%  funding  FY88,  50%  funding  FY89  and  25%  funding 
FY90.  This  relieves  some  of  the  financial  burden  to  the  Town  in 
establishing  this  long  needed  program. 

The  Charter  revision  called  for  the  separation  of  duties  of  the  Board  of 
Health  from  the  Selectmen.  A  separate  Board  has  been  established 
devoted  solely  to  Board  of  Health  duties.  This  separation  occurred  at 
approximately  the  same  time  as  the  employment  of  the  Health  Agent. 
The  combined  effect  has  had  an  immediate  impact  on  the  emphasis  now 
being  placed  upon  health  and  environmental  issues  within  the  Town. 

One  of  the  initial  directives  given  to  the  Health  Agent  by  the  Board  was 
to  evaluate  current  health  and  environmental  programs  within  the  Town 
and  bring  them  back  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Health  Department.  In 
the  absence  of  a  full-time  agent  the  duties  have  been  absorbed  (both 
manpower  and  financially)  by  many  departments — Building, 
Engineering,  Harbormaster,  Fire  Department.  Progress  continues  in 
this  area;  however,  program  development  is  hampered  by  the  lack  of 
sufficient  staff  to  carry  out  the  duties.  This  department  continues  to  be 
totally  dependent  upon  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Selectmen  and  Building 
Department.  This  arrangement  is  a  burden  on  those  departments,  and  is 
not  suitable  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Health  Department.  Therefpre, 
clerical  help  will  be  requested  in  the  forthcoming  budget. 

The  Health  Agent  has  spent  considerable  time  reviewing  the  existing 
Board  of  Health  regulations  and  suggesting  areas  of  improvement  to  the 
Board,  i.e.  eliminating  “loopholes”  and  updating  and  expanding  as 
necessary.  Appreciation  is  extended  to  members  of  the  Water  Quality 
Advisory  Board  for  their  assistance  in  this  area  to  the  Health  Agent. 

The  Water  Quality  Advisory  Board  was  established  in  August  by  the 
Selectmen,  at  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Health,  to  advise  the  Board  on 
matters  relating  to  all  phases  of  water  quality — ranging  from  water 
supply  protection  to  sewage  needs.  Current  members  are:  Dr.  Carl 
Clapp,  Chairman;  Bob  Dowling,  Chris  Zocca,  John  Sauvage,  Cliff 
Ambrose,  Michael  Pessolano,  Jim  Noonan  and  Paula  Champagne. 
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Regulations  and  policies  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Health  in  recent 
months  include:  a  ban  on  the  use  of  synthetic  organic  cesspool  cleaners; 
an  amendment  expanding  the  scope  and  application  of  required 
hydrogeological  surveys  on  large  development  projects;  update  and 
expansion  of  the  underground  storage  tank  registration  requirements. 
In  addition,  the  Board  has  endorsed  the  Health  Agent’s  endeavors  to 
enforce  exisitng  regulations  consistently  and  stringently  in  an  effort  to 
upgrade  environmental  protection  within  Harwich. 

Many  of  the  inspectional  duties  will  continue  to  be  performed  by 
Health  Inspector  William  Doubleday.  Mr.  Doubleday  is  on  staff  for  24 
weeks,  from  May  to  October.  It  is  fortunate  that  the  Town  continues 
with  this  position  as  even  the  addition  of  one  full-time  agent  cannot  meet 
all  the  needs  of  the  food  service  industry,  swimming  pools,  all  septic 
repairs  and  installations,  housing,  lodging  and  nuisance  complaints  to 
name  a  few.

This  resulted  in  the  collection  of  over  $6,000.  in  fees.  In  addition,  348 
permits  were  issued  for  the  installation  and/or  repair  of  septic  systems, 
for  receipts  totalling  $11,767.  A  total  of  498  percolation  tests  and  deep 
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hole  observation  pits  were  performed  with  fees  collected  of  $5915. 
Members  of  the  Building  and  Engineering  Departments  reviewed  all 
septic  system  plans  and  witnessed  perc  tests  and  deep  hole  pits  from 
January  to  May,  during  the  absence  of  a  Health  Agent. 

The  Health  Agent  continues  to  represent  the  Board  on  Cape  Cod 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  Commission’s  Water  Review 
Advisory  Committee  and  Hazardous  Waste  Committee.  Membership  is 
also  maintained  with  several  professsional  associations,  including 
Massachusetts  Environmental  Health  Association,  Massachusetts 
Health  Officers  Association  and  Massachusetts  Association  of  Health 
Boards. 

These  past  few  months  have  been  a  time  of  adjustment  and 
reorganization.  I  wish  to  extend  sincere  thanks  to  all  of  the  people  who 
have  made  me  feel  so  welcome  in  my  new  position.  I  look  forward  to 
continued  growth  and  success  for  the  department.

This  has  been  a  quiet  year  for  the  commission.  There  were  no 
requests  for  sponsorship  of  funds  available  from  the  Massachusetts 
Historic  Commission,  nor  were  there  any  applications  for  acceptance 
into  the  National  Register  of  Historic  Places. 

The  Harwich  Historic  Commission  and  the  Townspeople  of  Harwich 
have  sustained  the  loss  of  two  dedicated  women  during  the  past  year, 
Mrs.  Annie  Nickerson,  an  original  and  founding  member  of  the 
commission  and  Cora  Chase  who  was  a  member  for  twenty  three  years.

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participated  in  the  research  and  publishing  of  Harwich  Men  of  the 
Sea.  Dedicated  to  the  preservation  of  all  aspects  of  Harwich  history, 
they  formed  the  backbone  of  the  historic  movement  in  the  town. 

It  is  with  fond  memories  and  grateful  remembrance  that  the 
commission  honors  these  two  exceptional  women.

Librarian,  Brooks  Free  Library 


There  have  been  several  innovations  at  the  library  this  past  year.  We 
were  awarded  a  State  Competitive  Grant  of  $5880  from  the  Mass.  Board 
of  Library  Commissioners  for  a  Reader-Printer  for  both  microfilm  and 
microfiche  use.  The  Cape  Cod  Genealogical  Society  has  assisted  us  with 
this  project  by  purchasing  the  supplies  for  the  Reader.  We  have 
subscribed  to  a  new  service  of  particular  interest  to  students  of  all  ages. 
On  film  (ROM3)  is  a  listing  by  subject  and  author  of  articles  appearing  in 
magazines  for  the  last  10  years.  It  is  updated  monthly  with  a  new  film.  We 
have  also  subscribed  to  Value  Line,  updated  weekly,  for  business 
interests  and  those  individuals  who  watch  the  stock  market. 

Another  addition  to  our  library  is  the  circulation  of  video  cassettes, 
through  membership  in  CIVIC,  a  cooperative  of  libraries  of  the  Cape  & 
Islands.  These  Videos  are  changed  once  a  month  so  a  greater  variety  can 
be  appreciated. 

As  always,  we  like  to  pay  tribute  to  our  volunteers:  Petra  Knef,  who 
helps  keep  our  art  books  in  decent  order;  Rose  Donovan,  Norah 
Gillespie,  Helen  Horan,  and  Charlotte  Sims,  circulation  desk  assistants 
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and  joined  in  the  summer  by  Davida  Gelfman  and  Pat  Keady;  and  John 
Ferreira,  who  is  entering  our  non-fiction  books  in  the  Boston  Public 
Library  data  base. 

We  continue  to  attend  monthly  meetings  in  our  planning  for 
automation  of  the  Cape  and  Island  Libraries.  Several  more  grants  have 
been  received  by  the  group  and  it  was  recently  voted  that  the  Woods 
Hole  Oceanographic  Institution  be  the  central  site  for  the  automated 
network. 

At  the  end  of  fiscal  1987,  the  number  of  books  in  the  library  included 
40,912  volumes  and  circulation  for  the  year  was  73,250.

As  we  close  out  1987  and  look  towards  1988  and  beyond,  we  find 
ourselves  beginning  an  era  of  change.  After  more  than  thirty  years  of 
exemplary  service  with  the  Harwich  Police  Department,  Chief  of  Police 
John  S.  Raneo  officially  retired  on  December  31, 1987.  Chief  Raneo  was 
appointed  Chief  in  1962  after  having  served  as  a  special  officer, 
patrolman  and  sergeant.  This  also  was  the  beginning  of  an  era  of  change, 
for  the  department  taken  over  by  Chief  Raneo  in  1962  would  be 
considered  a  rag  tag  outfit  when  compared  to  the  department  that  Chief 
Raneo  is  turning  over  to  me.  The  department  consisted  of  ten 
employees,  they  had  limited  training,  they  were  ill-equipped  and  had 
what  was  considered  a  non-existent  records  system.  Chief  Raneo 
approached  his  new  challenge  with  a  calm,  low  key,  efficient  dedication. 
He  encouraged  advanced  training,  acquired  more  mordern  up  to  date 
equipment  and  installed  an  efficient  records  management  system.  He 
developed  a  reputation  for  delivering  efficient,  responsive  police  service 
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within  a  realistic  budget.  He  never  forgot  the  needs  of  the  citizens.  The 
Police  Department,  the  Town  Administration  and  the  citizens  of 
Harwich  will  surely  miss  John  S.  Raneo.  We  will  never  be  able  to  show 
adequate  appreciation  for  what  he  has  done  for  all  of  us.  My  personal 
best  wishes  go  out  to  John  and  his  family. 

Now  we  must  look  to  the  future  and  determine  the  best  course  of 
action  for  the  next  ten  to  twenty  years.  Our  ultimate  goal  is  to  provide 
quality  professional  law  enforcement  service  for  the  citizens  of  Harwich. 
We  shall  continue  and  increase  our  emphasis  on  advanced  training  in  an 
effort  to  improve  the  professional  stature  of  the  individual  officers.  We 
will  continue  our  efforts  to  provide  our  officers  with  modern  up  to  date 
equipment.  We  are  redefining  the  command  structure  of  the  department 
to  provide  a  more  efficient  and  responsive  delivery  of  services.  We  must 
continue  to  redefine  and  prioritize  the  needs  of  our  community  as  it 
grows.  Recognizing  the  value  of  computers,  in  the  delivery  of  more 
efficient  services,  we  are  continuing  our  search  for  the  system  which  will 
best  serve  Harwich. 

One  major  problem  we  face,  as  pointed  out  in  last  years  report,  is  the 
retention  of  quality  officers.  This  problem  was  recognized  and  addressed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  their  contract  negotiations,  with  the  police 
union,  last  year.  Their  effort  must  be  allowed  to  continue.  If  we  as 
administrators  and  citizens,  expect  our  officers  to  respond  to  our 
demands  for  professional  service,  then  we  must  recognize  and 
compensate  them  as  professionals. 

As  we  start  our  new  year,  I  realize  that  all  these  changes  are  not  going 
to  happen  overnight,  nor  even  in  one  year.  They  will  take  time,  but  I  am 
optimistic  that  I  will  be  able  to  report  major  progress  to  you  in  next  year’s 
report. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  members  of  the 
Police  Department  for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year  and 
especially  for  the  confidence  shown  in  my  appointment  as  Chief  of 
Police.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  various  town  departments  and 
citizens  of  Harwich  for  the  cooperation  extended  during  1987.

Report  of  the 

Department  of  Civil  Defense 


This  past  year  was  a  busy  one  for  us.  We  were  involved  in  the 
emergency  caused  by  the  heavy  snows  of  our  blizzard  of  February  10, 
1987.  Our  efforts  resulted  in  the  assignment  of  the  National  Guard 
Troops  to  the  Town. 

These  National  Guard  Troops  were  instrumental  in  lessening  the 
burden  of  the  Highway  Department  during  this  difficult  time  and  many  of 
the  people  in  the  eastern  sections  of  Harwich  were  able  to  rejoin  society 
through  their  efforts.  Letters  of  appreciation  have  been  sent  to  their 
commanders. 
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Our  costs  during  this  time  were  limited  to  feeding  the  men.  The 
cooperation  of  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High  School  was 
instrumental  in  keeping  these  costs  down.  The  school  freely  volunteered 
their  facilities  to  this  agency  during  the  storm.  We  were  able  to  shelter 
not  only  the  troops  assigned  to  us  but  the  state  workers  and  a  few 
stranded  motorists  as  well. 

Such  situations  serve  the  town  both  in  a  direct  relief  mode  and  in  a 
training  mode.  Lessons  learned  by  members  of  the  civil  defense  staff  will 
serve  the  town  in  the  future  should  major  problems  beset  us. 

During  the  past  year,  members  of  the  staff  have  also  participated  in 
“home  training”  courses  as  required  to  meet  state  guidelines  for  local 
civil  defense  agencies.  Several  conferences  at  the  area  headquarters  in 
Framingham,  as  well  as  local  monthly  meetings  have  also  been  attended 
by  staff  members. 

The  thrust  of  the  federal  government  in  the  past  year  has  placed  an 
additional  responsibility  on  the  local  civil  defense  agency. 

The  nationwide  problems  related  to  hazardous  waste  and  accidental 
spills  of  hazardous  materials  have  resulted  in  federal  laws  requiring  the 
states  to  form  monitoring  committees.  The  state  has  seen  fit  to  utilize  the 
State  Office  of  Civil  Preparedness  as  the  main  channel  through  which 
information  is  to  flow  to  various  towns. 

The  state  office  has  given  the  task  of  coordinating  the  efforts  of 
Harwich  to  this  agency.  Presently  with  the  recent  changes  in  the 
leadership  of  the  town  and  several  departments,  we  are  still  formulating 
the  required  Hazardous  Material  Response  Committee  and  The 
Community  Right  To  Know  contained  in  the  federal  “Superfund 
Amendments  and  Reauthorization  Acts  of  1986”. 

The  federal  response  to  the  hazardous  material  problem  will  require, 
by  law  a  great  deal  of  work  in  1988.  Our  primary  efforts  will  be  directed  to 
complying  with  this  law. 

In  these  annual  reports  to  the  Town,  we  often  put  a  positive  aspect  on 
all  of  the  years’  happenings. 

There  is  one  major  event  of  1987  that  just  cannot  be  positive  for 
Harwich.  Chief  of  Police  John  S.  Raneo  (former  director  of  this  agency) 
retired  effective  January  1,  1988.  While  we  all  hope  and  pray  that  his 
retirement  will  be  filled  with  well  earned  freedom  and  enjoyment,  the  job 
he  has  left  behind  will  be  difficult  to  fill.  We  will  try  to  serve  as  he  did.  It  will 
not  be  an  easy  task. 
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In  an  effort  to  fill  the  gap  left  by  Chief  Raneo,  the  town  has  seen  fit  to 
appoint  the  undersigned  as  director.  Traditionally,  members  of  the 
Police  Department  have  had  the  jobs  related  to  civil  defense,  no  doubt 
because  of  their  direct  contact  with  both  the  public  and  the  potential 
problems  to  be  faced. 

In  keeping  with  that  tradition,  I  have  appointed  the  following  members 
of  the  Police  Department  to  assist  me  in  serving  you  any  hour  of  the  day 
or  night:

Officer  Lyman  Culver,  Assistant  for  Personnel  Management 

Ms.  Karen  MacAskill,  Public  Information  Officer

forementioned  persons  or  myself. 

I  have  mentioned  in  the  past,  how  the  various  outside  agencies  marvel 
at  the  degree  of  cooperation  that  exists  between  the  departments  of 
Harwich.  We  have  all  worked  together  for  the  greater  good  of  the 
citizens  without  regard  to  what  “hat”  we  wore. 

My  greatest  goal  is  to  maintain  the  outstanding  working  relationship 
which  now  exists.  With  the  quality  and  motivation  of  the  people  working 
for  these  departments,  I  can  assure  you  that  this  will  be  the  easiest  of  our 
duties.

If  you  wish  to  have  a 
copy  of  this  law,  copies  will  be  made  available  either  at  your  request  or  if 
you  are  in  violation. 
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I  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  citizens  of  Harwich 
and  especially  the  members  of  the  Police  Department  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  during  my  short  term  as  Animal  Control 
Officer  ...

Beach  Committee 


The  1987  beach  season  saw  9464  beach  stickers  sold,  this  was  a  slight 
decrease  from  the  previous  year  and  was  primarily  due  to  resident  beach 
stickers  and  landfill  stickers  being  sold  separately.  Total  sticker  income 
was  $64,391.00. 

In  general,  the  1987  beach  season  was  a  very  successful  one.  Harwich 
was  again  fortunate  in  hiring  a  group  of  fine  young  adults  as  our  guards 
and  attendants,  who  did  an  excellent  job  in  representing  the  Town.  Also, 
this  year  saw  fewer  citizen  complaints,  as  the  beaches  appeared  much 
cleaner  this  year  than  the  previous  year. 

The  Bank  Street  paving  and  improvement  project  that  was  to  be 
completed  for  the  1987  season,  unfortunately,  did  not  take  place.  The 
town  solicited  bids  for  the  project,  but  received  only  one  response  from  a 
contractor  whose  bid  far  exceeded  our  appropriated  funds.  The  town 
will  again  solicit  bids,  and  hopefully  get  more  than  one  contractor  to  bid. 

On  November  1,  1987,  the  beach  committee  was  abolished,  and  all 
members  of  the  committee  were  deemed  to  be  members  of  the 
temporary  beach  advisory  committee,  which  shall  provide  advice  to  the 
recreation  and  beach  commission  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year. 
During  this  transition  period,  your  support  is  both  welcome  and  needed.

Cemetery  Commission 


Your  commission  has  an  office  at  171  Sisson  Road,  telephone  (617) 
432-8509,  for  the  conduct  of  ordinary  business,  record  storage,  and 
answering  service  to  take  messages  24  hours  a  day.  With  the  election  of 
John  W.  Jannell,  your  commission  ceased  as  one  of  the  elective  choices 
of  the  people  of  Harwich.  At  the  end  of  their  current  terms,  members  will 
be  reappointed  or  replaced  by  the  Town  Administrator  and  the 
Selectmen.  Your  commission  invites  any  and  all  interested  citizens  to 
attend  our  meetings  and  encourages  those  who  may  wish  to  serve  to 
submit  their  names  and  qualifications  so  an  inventory  of  potential 
commissioners  can  be  maintained. 

The  commission  has  addressed  the  issue  of  future  cemetery  land  need 
by  active  commuinication  with  the  Town  Planner  and  the  Land 
Acquisition  Committee.  Adjustments  have  also  been  made  in  lot  sale 
policy  from  multigrave  sites  to  individual  site  sale,  as  well  as  raising 
prices.  This  policy  change  has  reduced  demand  on  the  available  land  and 
improved  cash  flow  revenue  needed  to  support  the  perpetual  care  fund. 

Evergreen  Cemetery  has  seen  many  improvements  during  our  first  full 
year  of  ownership,  including  road  bed  strenghtening,  major  landscaping, 
and  the  start  of  the  development  of  three  acres  of  unimproved  land  on 
the  north  side  of  the  property. 

Repairs  continue  to  the  stones  in  all  the  cemeteries.  Unfortunately,  we 
still  need  the  support  of  those  citizens  who  observe  vandalism  to  report 
so  damage  many  be  minimized  and  appropriate  action  may  be  taken  to 
deter  those  who  engage  in  this  shameful  activity. 

The  commission  wishes  to  point  out  to  Harwich  the  dedication  and 
talent  of  Harold  Richard  Gonsalves,  your  Superintendent,  and  Mrs. 
Margaret  Gallagher,  Secretary  to  the  commission.  Without  the  support 
of  these  fine  public  servants  the  commission’s  work  would  be  impossible 
to  accomplish.

Conservation  Commission 


Protection  of  Harwich  wetlands  and  waterfront  areas  for  the  mutual 
good  of  all  in  Town  has  been  the  main  goal  of  your  Commission  this  past 
year. 

Vigorous  action  to  preserve  our  water  quality,  both  underground  and 
on  the  surface,  requires  a  lot  of  personal  effort,  instruction  and 
conference  with  those  who  unwittingly  would  invade  the  perimeters  of 
our  treasured  wetland  areas.  All  this  has  been  done  with  virtually  no  cost 
to  the  town  from  our  meager  budget. 

Timothy  T.  Lynch  gave  the  Town  a  wonderful  tract  of  nearly  8  acres 
for  the  Town’s  enjoyment  in  North  Harwich. 

Our  cranberry  bogs  near  the  reservoir  in  North  Harwich  provided 
1200  barrels  this  season,  an  all-time  high  for  the  bogs  and  a  credit  to 
Robert  C.  Cottrell,  Jr.,  who  leases  them  from  your  Commission.  The 
small  bog  on  Bell’s  Neck  Road  provided  672  barrels  for  Raymond 
Thacher,  Jr.  These  leases  brought  in  $6500.  for  the  general  fund. 

With  78  gardens  at  $10.  each  and  58  hearings  at  $25.  each,  the 
Commission  operated  at  a  hefty  profit.  The  Board  also  heard  24 
Determinations  of  Applicability. 

The  Commission  gave  out  500  seedlings  at  our  annual  spring  planting. 

Our  thanks  go  to  the  many  citizens  who  alert  us  to  possible  violations 
of  the  State  Wetland  Act  and  Town  of  Harwich  By-law.  This  avoids  a  lot 
of  unpleasant  action  by  obtaining  conformance  to  the  rules.  Our  thanks 
also  to  Richard  Kline  for  installing  a  stairway  over  the  banking  at  Jenkins 
Beach  and  restoring  the  area  where  the  boat  house  stood. 

As  open  space  continues  being  swallowed  up  by  developers,  we  invite 
our  residents  to  make  more  use  of  our  woodlands  for  hiking,  bird 
watching,  running  dogs  and  other  “passive  recreation”.  These  lands  are 
yours. 

Our  thanks  to  Building  Inspector  George  Arsenault,  Town  Engineer 
Martin  Moran  and  Paula  Champagne,  Health  Agent.  Their  help  to  us  is 
appreciated  and  we  have  been  glad  to  be  able  to  assist  them  in  many 
conservation  matters.

Report  of  the 

Engineering  Department 


During  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  authorized  the  laying 
out  of  nine  private  roads  for  public  hearings  and  Town  Meeting 
acceptance.  Six  of  these  streets  are  paved  and  contain  various  drainage 
systems.  Little  or  no  immediate  repairs  or  improvements  are  required  at 
this  time.  The  remaining  two  roads  are  not  paved  nor  are  there  drainage 
systems  in  place.  It  is  expected  the  Highway  superintendent  will  be 
requesting  funds  to  improve  these  roads. 

The  Septage  Disposal  System  located  at  the  Landfill  site  is  not  an 
approved  system  for  treating  the  waste.  The  town  has  been  under  orders 
from  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  to  proceed 
with  the  engineering  design  and  the  construction  of  a  treatment  facility. 
The  Harwich  Board  of  Health  has  been  in  contact  with  a  design  engineer. 
The  annual  volume  of  septage  received  at  the  existing  facility  is  2,452,000 
gallons,  which  is  approximately  351,000  gallons  less  than  last  year. 

During  the  year,  23  subdivisions  were  reviewed  and  approved  by  the 
Planning  (Fig.l)  Board  which  resulted  in  171  lots  being  formed.  Seven  of 
these  subdivisions  have  been  constructed  along  with  six  that  were 
approved  in  previous  years. 

The  Corps  of  Army  Engineers  and  Mass.  Chapter  91  permit  plans  for 
improvements  proposed  for  Saquatucket  Harbor  were  completed  and 
submitted.  The  proposed  work  will  include  the  replacement  of

underground  fuel  storage  tanks  (2),  install  storm  drainage  system  and 
pave  parking  area,  regrade  and  pave  offloading  area,  install  closed 
marine  holding  tank  pumpout  system,  construct  an  addition  to  the 
Control  Building  and  upgrade  its  septic  system.  The  necessary  money 
has  been  appropriated  by  the  town  and  is  state  reimbursable.

Report  of  the 

Surveyor  of  Highways 


1987  has  been  a  year  of  unprecedented  activity  for  the  Highway 
Department. 

In  addition  to  the  normal  maintenance  requirements  of  our  roads  and 
beaches,  we  have  continued  our  daily  trash  pickup  at  all  town  beaches 
during  the  season. 

There  has  been  a  substantial  amount  of  vandalism  and  abuse  of  the 
various  comfort  stations  during  this  past  year  and  we  need  to  address 
these  problems  so  that  we  may  continue  this  valuable  service  to  visitors 
and  residents  alike. 
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The  seaweed  accumulation  at  our  beaches  has  been  a  particular 
problem  this  year.  Apparently  conditions  off-shore  have  been  such,  that 
Mother  Nature  has  been  able  to  deposit  her  debris  faster  than  we  can 
remove  it.  Toward  that  end,  we  are  weighing  different  solutions  including 
the  use  of  a  larger  beach  cleaner. 

I  am  sure  that  everyone  recalls  the  two  back  to  back  major 
snowstorms  last  winter.  Our  department  was  overwhelmed  by  the 
magnitude  of  the  snow.  A  state  of  emergency  was  declared  which 
allowed  us  to  call  in  both  the  National  Guard  and  the  State  D.F.W.  units 
as  well  as  private  contractors  from  Off-Cape. 

There  were  many  mistakes  made  during  the  state  of  emergency,  but  it 
was  a  good  learning  process  for  all  of  us.  Hopefully,  we  will  never  have 
another  situation  like  that  and  I  thank  everyone  for  their  cooperation  and 
patience. 

One  of  the  completed  projects  for  1987  was  the  long  overdue  paving  in 
the  Campground  area  of  Harwichport.  We  are  also  assisting  the  Parks 
ad  Recreation  Department  in  construction  of  the  new  Soccer  field  at  the 
High  School. 

1988  begins  the  implementation  of  the  changes  brought  about  by  the 
new  Charter.  These  changes  are  major,  progressive  moves  which  are 
designed  to  streamline,  consolidate  and  make  more  efficient  the 
departments  which  it  affects. 

The  Highway,  Cemetery,  Disposal,  Parks,  Insect  and  Forestry 
departments  will  all  be  consolidated  into  one  division. 

This  reorganization  will  eliminate  unnecessary  duplication  of  services, 
tools,  purchases  and,  in  some  cases,  hiring  of  personnel.  It  will  allow  for 
central  purchasing,  better  parts  and  inventory  control  and  more  efficient 
record-keeping.  It  will  allow  for  scheduled  and  unscheduled 
maintenance/repair  of  all  vehicles  under  one  roof  by  personnel  assigned 
to  that  task.  In  short,  after  all  the  “bugs”  are  worked  out,  the  Division  of 
Highways  &  Maintenance  will  save  the  taxpayer  substantial  monies. 

There  will  be  some  expenditures  necessary  in  the  next  year  in  order  to 
make  the  consolidation  work  smoothly,  some  of  them  are: 

A.  Vehicle  communications  system,  (all  dept,  vehicles  cannot 
presently  communicate  with  each  other) 

B.  Tools  &  Equipment  necessary  to  analyze  and/or  repair  the  variety 
of  Gasoline  and  Diesel  powered  equipment/vehicles. 

C.  Office  equipment  such  as  a  telephone  switchboard,  a  copier  and 
other  necessities  as  they  are  identified. 
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Due  to  the  complexity  of  the  changes  that  we  are  all  undergoing,  there 
are  bound  to  be  some  things  that  are  overlooked  or  unanticipated.  We 
have  tried  to  cover  all  bases,  but  the  reality  is,  that  since  none  of  us  have 
done  this  sort  of  thing  before,  there  may  be  some  confusion  at  first.  I  ask 
for  your  patience  and  understanding,  and  can  state,  that  with  your  help, 
we  will  accomplish  what  the  Charter  has  directed  us  to  do  with  a 
minimum  of  problems. 

I  would  like  to  point  out  that  we  accomplished  most  of  our  planned 
activities  even  though  we  have  had  an  ongoing  manpower  shortage  of 
approximately  40  to  50  percent  of  our  regular  work  force.  Our 
manpower  shortage  has  reached  this  stage  primarily  due  to  the  low  wage 
scale.  Although  we  can  usually  find  people  to  hire,  we  can’t  keep  them 
because  we  are  simply  acting  as  a  training  center  for  other  highway 
departments  and  private  contractors  who  pay  much  more.  I  cannot 
praise  enough,  the  employees  of  the  Highway  Dept,  that  have  stayed  on 
and  accomplished  all  that  they  have.  Each  person  has  had  to  work  under 
great  pressure  and  the  Town  should  be  proud  of  them. 

We  have  now  completed  our  first  year  in  our  new  Maintenance 
Building  and  are  finding  it  to  be  everything  that  we  had  expected  it  to  be. 
The  Highway  Building  Committee  has  done  an  excellent  job,  not  only  in 
planning  and  overseeing  construction,  but  in  assuring  that  the  taxpayers 
of  Harwich  have  gotten  what  they  have  paid  for. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Wayne  Melville  and  the  other  town  department 
heads  for  their  cooperation  during  this  important  transitional  period.  I 
would  like  to  especially  acknowledge  the  superb  dedication  and  work  of 
Alice  Norgeot,  my  Administrative  Assistant.  She  has  not  only 
competently  handled  our  normally  heavy  workload,  but  has  taken  on  all 
the  additional  duties  related  to  the  Charter  reorganization.  Last,  but  not 
least,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  men  at  the  Highway  Department  for 
their  dedication  and  perserverance.

As  Harwich  continues  to  grow  the  impact  of  our  citizens  and  visitors 
continues  to  have  a  direct  and  indirect  influence  on  the  environmental 
quality  of  our  Town.  This  effect  was  dramatically  shown  for  the  first  time 
by  the  shellfish  closures  during  July  and  August.  These  closures  were 
ordered  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering  after 
results  from  their  testing  showed  poor  water  quality  in  the  harbors.  This 
is  the  first  time  that  Wychmere  harbor  has  ever  been  closed.  It  should 
concern  all  citizens  of  Harwich  because  Health  closures  are  a  direct 
indicator  of  the  quality  of  our  environment.  Further,  this  quality  seems  to 
be  headed  irreversibly  in  one  direction  —  down  hill  —  unless  we  are  all 
willing  to  take  measures  and  to  steer  governmental  controls  at  all  levels 
to  adjust.  Consequently,  shellfish  permit  sales  were  far  off  from  previous 
years  because  of  this  scare  and  are  reported  as  follows:

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Water  quality  is  the  result  of  many  factors,  not  all  of  them  bordering  on 
the  waterfront.  Most  of  us  would  be  surprised  to  know  that  all  of  the 
street  storm  sewers  in  Harwichport  drain  directly  into  the  north  west 
corner  of  Wychmere  harbor  or  into  the  marsh  at  the  head  of  Allen 
harbor.  The  discharge  of  any  substance  on  our  main  road  eventually 
finds  its  way  to  the  harbor.  Waterfront  zoning  has  not  been  virgorous 
enough,  allowing  even  new  housing  to  continue  to  be  constructed  within 
the  area  of  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  using  the  Title  V  septic 
regulations  (a  system  that  sanitary  engineers  freely  admit  is  not  adequate 
enough  in  the  shore  zone).  Other  influencing  factors  are:  the  growing 
sizes  of  the  vessels  using  our  harbors;  the  discharge  of  even  “treated” 
marine  septic  waste  by  owners;  continued  growth  of  marinas  and  club 
dockage;  the  total  lack  of  any  marine  waste  pumpout  facilities;  the  loss  of 
shellfish  habitat  from  the  growth  of  private  piers  over  shellfish  beds; 
cumulative  effects  of  small  quantity  discharges  of  petroleum  from  fueling 
operations  and  tank  expansions  (tank  overflows  still  vent  overboard). 

It  could  be  argued  that  our  environmental  quality  is  a  product  of  our 
prosperity.  Residents  of  Harwich  must  continue  to  recognize  what  is 
wrong  with  overgrowth  and  be  willing  to  serve  on  our  Towns  various 
committees  and  commissions  to  attempt  to  steer  growth  and  mitigate 
the  negative.  This  is  all  important  as  we  move  into  our  new  government 
under  the  Harwich  Charter. 

As  predicted  last  year,  Pleasant  Bay  was  accepted  into  a  new 
environmental  protection  program,  the  ACEC  (Area  of  Critical 
Environmental  Concern)  by  Secretary  of  Environmental  Affairs  James 
S.  Hoyte.  This  program  requires  that  the  highest  environmental 
standards  be  exercised  by  all  permitting  agencies  over  projects  in  this 
area.  The  geographic  district  of  the  ACEC  extends  setbacks  to  beyond 
100  feet  of  the  water,  including  all  tributaries  to  the  Bay. 

The  West  Dock  at  Saquatucket  Marina  was  replaced  in  time  for  the 
boating  season.  All  officials  of  the  Town  have  taken  exception  to  the 
quality  and  size  of  the  decking  material  used  on  this  part  of  the  project. 
The  selectmen  voted  to  withhold  payment  to  the  contractor,  Linberg 
Marine  of  Fairhaven,  until  this  issue  can  be  resolved.  This  resulted  in  the 
contractor  filing  suit  against  the  Town  and  its  Architect,  Lee  Pare 
Associates  of  Pawtucket,  RI.  In  all  this  confusion,  specifications  and  final 
plans  from  Lee  Pare  for  bidding  the  East  Dock  replacement  have  not 
been  received  by  the  Town  to  date.  We  are  desperately  hoping  that  the 
east  dock  project  will  be  underway  by  the  end  of  February  to  insure 
completion  of  the  east  dock  before  the  heavy  boating  season. 

As  we  move  into  1988,  it  is  planned  that  the  fuel  tank  system  will  be 
replaced  at  the  marina  pending  a  positive  survey  of  the  bulkheading. 
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Other  projects  include:  upgrading  of  the  marina  Control  Building; 
resurfacing  of  the  parking  lot;  replacement  of  the  bubbler  system; 
installation  of  a  marine  sewerage  pump-out  facility;  regrading  of  the  fuel 
dock  peninsula  and  surfacing.  All  these  projects  mentioned  must  be 
pushed  along  to  insure  continued  eligibility  for  reimbursement  of 
expenditures  under  the  Coastal  Facilities  Improvement  Program.  The 
CFIP  proposal  was  submitted  to  CZM  and  properly  funded  by  the 
Town’s  positive  action  on  article  51  at  Town  Meeting. 

Dredging  plans  for  Allen  Harbor  are  nearing  completion  as  Division  of 
Waterways  personnel  assure  us  that  dredging  will  take  place  before  the 
spring.  Permit  applications  have  been  completed  and  submitted  for  the 
dredging  of  Andrews  River  Channel.  The  Federal  project  will  take  5,000 
cubic  yards  of  material  from  the  Saquatucket  outer  channel.  Our 
application  to  the  Rivers  and  Harbor  Program  for  doing  the  Wychmere 
channel  is  still  active.  We  are  hopeful  that  this  will  be  approved  next  year. 
Round  cove  dredging  approvals  will  fall  under  the  new  ACEC  program  in 
spite  of  our  protest  to  Coastal  Zone  Management  program.  This  means 
extra  red-tape  in  dredging  applications  there.  Also  critical  to  both  the 
Wychmere  harbor  and  Round  Cove  Projects  is  the  positive  support  of 
voters  at  Town  Meeting  on  articles  to  fund  these  projects  in  1988. 

The  fishing  industry  at  Harwichport  had  a  mild  rebound  this  year  as 
many  of  the  fishing  vessels  have  geared  over  from  gillnet  gear  back  to 
semi-automated  long-line  fishing.  This  has  improved  the  general  quality 
of  the  fish  and  coupled  with  average  higher  fish  prices  to  the  fisherman 
there  was  a  general  windfall  felt  by  most.  There  seems  to  be  a  general 
trend  of  fishing  vessels  moving  to  smaller  size  boat  in  the  30'-35'  class 
with  faster  speed  to  beat  the  weather.  The  breach  breakthrough  at 
North  Beach  has  not  substantially  affected  the  number  of  offloading 
permits  sold  to  commercial  boats  in  1987  unlike  we  expected. 

1987  was  a  great  summer  weatherwise.  Harbor  income  reflects  this 
trend  and  is  reported  on  a  fiscal  year  basis.

Waterways  Commission 


The  Waterways  Committee  was  changed  to  the  Waterways 
Commission  by  adoption  of  the  Town  Charter.  Our  duties  remain  the 
same  as  an  advisory  group  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Our  Harbor  activities  and  the  usage  of  our  Navigable  Waterways  have 
reached  a  stage  that  requires  a  Harbor  Management  Plan.  The 
Waterways  Commission  is  developing  a  Program  for  presentation  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

A  Mooring  Permit  procedure  has  been  developed  and,  if  acceptable  to 
the  Town,  will  either  be  a  Regulation  or  a  By-Law. 
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There  is  urgent  need  for  a  Dock/Pier  Regulation  or  By-Law.  Inasmuch 
as  we  do  not  have  either  the  Regulation  or  By-Law,  the  State  has  issued 
Permits  without  regard  to  the  Town’s  best  interests.  Unfortunately,  such 
action  can  often  result  in  litigation.  A  procedure  has  been  worked  out 
and,  if  acceptable,  will  become  either  a  Regulation  or  a  By-Law. 

The  Commission  has  compiled  an  inventory  of  the  Town’s  Waterways 
and  Harbors  assets. 

The  Inventory,  the  Mooring  Permit  Procuedure  and  a  Dockage/Pier 
Regulation  or  By-Law  can  become  important  sections  of  the  Harbor 
Management  Plan.  It  may  be  necessary  to  set  up  a  special  Committee  to 
work  out  a  Harbor  Management  Plan.

During  the  year  1987,  besides  the  day-to-day  administration  and 
maintenance  of  our  Town’s  parks,  ballfields  and  recreational  areas,  this 
Commission  has  worked  on  the  following  ongoing  projects: 

—  Reconstructing  the  four  front  tennis  courts  at  Brooks  Park 

—  Constructing  a  new  soccer  field  behind  the  High  School 

—  Re-shingling  the  sides  of  Schoolhouse  Parking  Lot  restrooms 

—  Having  plans  &  specifications  written  for  new  lighting  at 
Whitehouse  Field  baseball  field. 
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We  have  prepared  articles  for  Town  Meeting  1988  to  fund  the 
following  improvements: 

—  Refurbishing  the  restroom/storage  building  at  Brooks  Park 

—  Construction  of  restrooms  and  septic  system  for  Whitehouse  Field 
and  the  new  soccer  field  behind  Whitehouse  Field 

—  Improvements  to  the  Town’s  beaches 

—  Repaving  Earle  Rd.  beach  parking  lot,  driveways  at  Brooks  Park 
bandstand  area  and  tennis  courts,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
parking  lot  at  the  Recreation  Building 

—  Funding  for  the  new  proposed  lighting  at  Whitehouse  Field 

In  1987  the  following  monies  were  deposited  into  the  Town’s  general 
fund:

Report  of  the 

Water  Department 


For  your  approval  we  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  twelve  (12) 
month  period  ending  June  30,  1987. 

During  the  past  year,  water  mains  were  installed  in  sub-divisions  on 
Sadie’s  Way,  Cranhaven  Circle,  Martha’s  Lane  Extension,  Live  Oaks 
Drive,  Reliance  Way,  Spence’s  Trace  and  Pheasant  Run.  Mains  were 
also  installed  on  Hucklebeerry  Path,  Pleasant  Bay  Road  and  Country 
Meadows  Condominums.  The  next  phase  of  the  municipal  water  system 
expansion  was  completed  with  the  installaton  of  a  transmission  line  on 
Great  Western  Road  which  loops  the  system  between  Lothrop  Avenue 
and  Bells  Neck  Road. 

During  the  year,  32  new  fire  hydrants  were  added  to  the  system, 
increasing  the  total  number  of  hydrants  in  the  system  to  862.  In  addition, 
212  water  services  were  installed,  bringing  the  total  number  of  water 
services  to  7357. 

In  F.  Y.  1987,  we  exceeded  our  previous  maximum  single  day  pumping 
record  by  approximately  500,000  gallons.  In  an  attempt  to  meet  the  ever 
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increasing  demand  for  water,  we  are  nearing  completion  of  construction 
on  the  new  one  million  gallon  water  tower  on  Lothrop  Avenue,  and  initial 
steps  were  taken  to  acquire  approximately  70  acres  of  land  in  North 
Harwich  for  municipal  wellfield  purposes. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  employees  of  the  Water 
Department  for  their  efforts  and  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the 
support  and  assistance  we  have  received  from  all  other  town  officials  and 
departments.

Report  of  the 

Youth  Commission 


The  Youth  Center  expanded  its  programs  in  1987.  These  new 
directions  show  much  promise  for  the  Youth  Center  to  provide  more 
enjoyable  and  healthy  activities  for  all  the  youth  in  Harwich.  Vincent 
Gulotta  of  Orleans,  and  Ann  Schweizer  of  Chatham  are  both  in  their 
second  year  as  Youth  Directors  of  the  Youth  Center. 

The  Youth  Center  continues  to  offer  a  variety  of  programs  for  the 
Youth  of  Harwich.  The  new  programs  include  Gymnastics  (grades  K-6) 
Art’s  and  Craft’s  (grades  K-6).  Weightlifting  and  Ice  Skating  programs 
are  presently  being  planned.  Other  organized  sports  presently  being 
offered  are  Basketball  (grades  3-6),  Spring  and  Fall  Street  Hockey 
(grades  5-9),  Flag-Football  (grades  7-12),  Volleyball  (grades  9-12)  and 
Swimming  (grades  3-6).  The  Drop-In  Center,  open  to  students  in  grades 
7-12  on  Friday  nights  underwent  some  changes  in  1987.  There  is 
presently  a  “Check-In”  policy.  When  a  student  arrives  he  or  she  must 
remain  at  the  Youth  Center  until  the  student  wishes  to  leave.  When  the 
student  leaves  he  or  she  “Checks-Out”  and  is  not  permitted  on  the 
premises  again  that  evening.  This  new  policy  has  kept  the  attendance 
down,  though  the  Youth  Center  is  still  servicing  a  fair  number  of 
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students  on  Friday  nights.  Friday  night  “Drop-In”  begins  at  6:30  p.m.  and 
ends  at  10:30  p.m. 

The  Youth  Center  offered  many  off-Cape  trips  and  excursions:  Ski 
Trips,  Amusement  Parks,  Baseball  games.  The  Summer  Trips  included: 
Hampton  Beach,  New  Hampshire,  Martha’s  Vineyard,  and  a  Four  day 
Camping  trip  to  Nantucket  Island.  Once  again  the  Summer  Trips  were 
well  attended  and  full  to  capacity  this  year. 

The  PROJECT  COACH  program  was  again  in  operation  in  1987.  The 
program  involves  local  youth  who  have  been  in  trouble  with  the  law  and 
are  working  hours  doing  community  service.  This  very  successful 
program  is  in  conjunction  with  local  probation  officers. 

Again  this  year  the  Youth  Center  was  fortunate  to  receive  a  number  of 
donations  from  local  businesses  and  organizations.  This  is  always  deeply 
appreciated. 

The  Harwich  Youth  Center  is  located  on  Bells  Neck  Road  in  West 
Harwich.  Vince  Gulotta  and  Anne  Schweizer,  Directors  of  the  Youth 
Center,  wish  to  thank  the  Community  for  their  support  and  time  given 
and  look  forward  to  1988.

Town  Hall  Office  Building  Committee 


At  the  1987  Annual  Town  Meeting,  Article  41  carried  by  a  majority 
vote.  It  provided  for  $2,490,000.00  to  be  appropriated  for  constructing, 
equipping  and  furnishing  an  addition  to  the  Town  Hall,  and  remodeling, 
reconstructing  and  making  extraordinary  repairs  to  the  existing  facility. 
The  Town  Office  Building  Committee  was  authorized  to  take  any  other 
action  necessary  to  carry  out  this  project. 

Because  the  Committee  had  received  only  one  General  Contractor’s 
bid  before  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  it  was  decided  to  go  out  for  bid 
again.  Low  bidder  was  Sullivan  &  Foster  of  New  Bedford,  MA,  as 
General  Contractor.  The  contract  was  signed  on  September  14,  1987. 
Construction  started  on  September  21,  1987  with  a  completion  date  of 
February  1989. 

The  Committee  has  held  weekly  meetings  throughout  most  of  the  past 
two  years  and  has  had  a  representative  at  the  weekly  construction  job 
meetings. 

After  numerous  studies,  starting  as  far  back  as  1959,  the  Town  of 
Harwich  may  at  last  look  forward  to  having  new  office  facilities  by  the 
winter  of  1989.

Report  of  the 

Land  Acquisition  Committee 


The  Land  Acquisition  Committee  has,  and  continues,  to  identify 
parcels  of  land  which  the  Town  might  acquire  by  the  most  cost-effective 
means  possible,  for  added  open  space,  wetlands/marsh  habitat 
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expansion,  increasing  acreage  around  wellfields  and  water  source  areas 
and  for  other  municipal  purposes.  All  Committee  recommmendations 
are  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  review  and  subsequent  action. 
For  example,  this  year  the  L.A.C.  recommended  the  Town  acquire 
nearly  96  acres  under  Tax  Title  foreclosure  process.  Also  the 
Committee  has  recommended  the  Town  acquire  the  land  parcels  in 
what  is  known  as  Belmont  Park  and  Belmont  Gardens  by  process  of 
Eminent  Domain,  and  contiguous  parcels  in  the  same  area  by  the  most 
expeditious  and  cost  efficient  manner  possible.  The  L.A.C.  will  continue 
to  seek  land  parcels  that  will  best  serve  the  needs  of  the  Town,  and  the 
public,  now  and  for  the  future.

Report  of  the 

Superintendent  of  the  Disposal  Area 


I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  past  year. 

The  responsibility  of  the  daily  operation  of  the  Landfill  Area  is  to 
properly  dispose  of  all  incoming  refuse  and  waste  materials  in  a  manner 
which  ensures  a  healthy  and  safe  environment. 

The  closing  of  the  Landfill  one  day  a  week,  the  purchase  of  a  new, 
more  efficient  rubbish  compactor  and  the  addition  of  one  more 
employee  to  the  work  force  has  allowed  us  to  stay  abreast  of  the  heavy 
amount  of  incoming  materials  while  conforming  to  state  requirements. 

The  gatekeepers  are  doing  a  good  job  of  enforcing  entry  restrictions 
and  collecting  fees.  This  has  sharply  reduced  illegal  dumping  by  non¬ 
residents. 

Recycling  stations  are  being  constructed  for  the  separation  of  glass,  oil 
and  returnables  and  will  be  in  use  soon.  Similar  stations  for  paper  and 
metals  are  being  planned  for  the  near  future. 
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I’d  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Solid  Waste  Advisory 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  gatekeepers  and  my  fellow 
employees  for  their  help  in  creating  better  working  conditions  and  for 
making  the  landfill  area  cleaner  and  easier  to  maintain.

Report  of  the 

Solid  Waste  Advisory  Committee 


The  committee  has  been  interfacing  with  SEA  Consultants  who  were 
selected  to  design  a  solid  waste  transfer  station  to  be  located  at  our 
present  landfill  site.  The  facility  will  serve  to  receive  refuse  delivered  by 
private  contractors  and  by  residents,  compact  the  material  into  20  ton 
loads  in  compaction  trailers  for  shipment  to  the  SEMASS  recovery  plant 
in  Rochester,  MA.  The  SEMASS  plant  is  expected  to  be  ready  for 
operation  by  year  end  1988. 

The  design  has  been  finished  and  is  estimated  to  cost  in  the  order  of 
$900,000.00. 

In  an  effort  to  seek  alternate  solutions  to  reduce  the  cost,  the 
committee  considered  and  evaluated  several  potential  options, 
including: 

1  —  Designing  the  Harwich  station  to  also  receive  refuse  from 

Brewster. 

Evaluation: 

—  cost  savings  would  be  marginal. 

2  —  Building  a  station  utilizing  a  reported  “low  cost”  system  employed 

at  Wilbraham,  MA. 
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Evaluation: 

—  the  low  cost  system  proved  not  to  be  low  cost  due  to  the 
special  requirements  for  a  transfer  station  on  our  Harwich 
site. 

—  decision  was  confirmed  by  a  study  by  SEA  Consultants. 

3  —  Consideration  of  using  a  transfer  station  proposed  by  BFI  in 
Yarmouth. 

Evaluation: 

—  because  of  the  additional  tipping  fee  of  $  15/ton,  which  would 
be  subject  to  annual  escalation,  the  cost  would  be 
significantly  more  than  building  our  independent  station. 

—  with  contract  haulers  going  directly  to  Yarmouth  we  would 
lose  significant  control  over  whose  refuse  we  would  be  paying 
for. 

—  by  having  contract  haulers  go  directly  to  Yarmouth  we  would 
lose  some  control  over  our  very  important  effort  to  reduce 
the  SEMASS  stream  by  recycling.

1987  was  a  year  of  change  and  special  accomplishments  for  the 
Harwich  Public  Schools. 

Topping  the  list  of  accomplishments  was  the  approval  of  the  school 
building  project  at  the  town  meeting  in  the  spring.  From  that  point  on, 
with  the  direction  of  the  Town  Moderator,  the  School  Building  Needs 
Committee  became  the  School  Building  Committee  (SBC)  and  turned 
its  attention  to  planning  the  specifics  of  a  new  middle  school  facility  and 
renovations  to  the  elementary  school  and  high  school.  Since  July  the 
SBC  has  been  meeting  on  a  biweekly  basis  to  review  plans  and  make 
decisions  relative  to  the  school  building  project.  Before  each  of  those 
meetings  I  met  with  the  architect  to  discuss  the  educational

specifications  for  the  facilities  and  to  make  decisions  relative  to  the 
design  of  the  building  as  it  meets  the  needs  of  the  educational  program 
for  the  youngsters.  Throughout  the  process  faculty  input  has  been 
sought  and  received,  and  the  concerns  and  ideas  expressed  have  been 
addressed  by  the  architect  and  the  SBC.  Plans  are  proceeding  well  and 
we  hope  to  go  out  to  bid  on  the  project  in  early  1988.  The  SBC  members, 
particularly  Chairman  David  Tobey,  deserve  a  great  deal  of  thanks  for 
the  many  hours  they  have  spent  thus  far  in  meetings,  deliberations,  and 
making  difficult  decisions. 

The  school  building  project  highlighted  the  need  for  continued 
maintenance  of  the  school  buildings.  With  increased  funding  for 
maintenance  in  the  FY87  budget,  a  third  maintenance  man  was  hired 
during  the  summer  and  much  needed  work  was  accomplished  before  the 
new  school  year  began  in  September.  In  January,  and  again  before 
school  opened  in  September,  members  of  the  board  of  selectmen, 
finance  committee,  school  committee,  and  other  town  officials  toured 
school  facilities  to  review  the  work  that  had  been  done,  to  see  areas  that 
would  be  included  in  the  building  project,  and  to  reiterate  the  need  for 
keeping  maintenance  of  facilities  as  a  priority  budget  item  each  year. 

Harwich  schools  and  teachers  took  advantage  of  grants  from  the 
Public  School  Improvement  Act  (Chapter  188)  to  improve  the 
instructional  program.  Several  teachers  were  honored  as  Horace  Mann 
Teachers  and  given  stipends  to  work  on  such  projects  as  AIDS 
education  and  the  Sea  Shell  Press.  School  Improvement  Councils  of 
teachers  and  parents  under  the  chairmanship  of  each  of  the  school 
principals  used  their  grant  monies  of  approximately  $12,000  to  support 
special  learning  activities  in  the  schools. 

Four  sixth  grade  teachers,  a  school  psychologist,  and  our  elementary 
health  teacher  attended  training  sessions  to  learn  how  to  use  the  Quest 
materials  in  the  “Skills  for  Adolescence”  program.  “Skills  for 
Adolescence”  is  a  positive  prevention  program  for  grades  6-8  which 
focuses  on  teaching  early  adolescents  skills  in  decision  making, 
communication,  and  dealing  effectively  with  peer  pressure  in  order  to 
say  “no”  to  drugs  and  alcohol.  The  program  is  jointly  sponsored  by 
Quest  and  the  Lions  Club  and  was  developed  in  cooperation  with  the 
National  PTA,  the  National  Middle  School  Association,  the  National 
Federation  of  Parents  for  Drug-Free  Youth,  and  the  Center  for  Early 
Adolescence  at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  Teacher  training  was 
provided  through  funds  from  the  local  Lions  Club,  the  school 
department,  and  our  local  Alliance  Against  Drugs  Advisory  Council. 

In  addition  to  sponsoring  teacher  training  for  Quest,  the  Alliance 
Against  Drugs  Advisory  Council  met  monthly  throughout  the  school 
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year  offering  an  opportunity  for  parents,  teachers,  and  other  community 
members  to  discuss  concerns  about  substance  abuse  among  youngsters 
and  to  hear  speakers  on  a  variety  of  related  issues.  In  addition,  the 
Advisory  Council  planned  and  carried  out  its  first  substance-free  prom 
party.  The  battle  against  substance  abuse  is  a  battle  involving  the  whole 
community.  Everyone  is  invited  to  participate  in  Advisory  Council 
programs. 

The  Harwich  Public  Schools  hosted  a  Mathematics  Their  Way 
workshop  for  teachers  during  the  summer.  Teacher  hosts  Kathleen 
Smith  and  Shari  Sears  organized  the  program  for  over  thirty  educators 
from  around  the  country  and  Canada  from  July  8  to  15.  “Mathematics 
Their  Way”  is  an  activity-centered,  child-centered,  manipulative  math 
program  designed  for  children  in  grades  Kindergarten  through  Grade  2. 
Follow  up  sessions  were  held  in  September  and  October.  Needless  to 
say,  we  were  proud  to  host  the  program  and  are  very  appreciative  of  the 
efforts  of  our  teachers.  The  workshops  were  such  a  great  success,  we 
plan  to  host  another  program  in  the  summer  of  ’88. 

In  July,  Mr.  Paul  Koulouris,  former  Elementary  Principal  in  Norwell, 
was  appointed  to  succeed  Dr.  Joan  McQuiston  as  the  Harwich 
Elementary  School  Principal.  Dr.  McQuiston  resigned  in  June  to 
accept  a  principalship  in  another  community.  Under  Mr.  Koulouris’ 
leadership  we  began  a  review  of  curriculum  and  instruction  at  the 
Elementary  School.  Teacher  curriculum  study  groups  were  formed  and 
formalization  of  instruction  at  each  grade  level  has  begun.  Revitalized 
reading  and  mathematics  programs  are  planned  for  the  next  school  year. 

In  August  the  School  Committee  adopted  the  following  Mission 
Statement  of  the  Harwich  Public  Schools. 

We  believe  that  each  child  is  unique  with  different  abilities,  needs  and 
potentials.  The  mission  of  the  Harwich  Public  Schools  is  to  provide  an 
educational  environment  and  programs  in  which  the  uniqueness  of  each 
child  is  recognized  and  (1)  in  which  each  child  is  helped  to  develop 
his/her  intellectual,  creative  and  physical  capabilities  to  the  fullest  and 
(2)  in  which  each  child  learns  how  to  live  cooperatively  and  effectively 
with  others. 

In  addition,  the  committee  adopted  the  following  System-wide 
Goals  for  1987-88  proposed  by  the  school  department  administrators. 

1.  MIDDLE  SCHOOL:  To  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  school 
system  in  1989  into  a  three-school  system  of  Primary  (K-4),  Middle  (5-8) 
and  High  (9-12). 
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2.  CURRICULUM  DEVELOPMENT:  To  initiate  planning  for  the 
changes  to  be  brought  about  by  the  new  reorganization  and  to  review 
the  scope  and  sequence  of  curricula  in  grades  K-8. 

3.  PROFESSIONAL  CLIMATE:  To  develop  and  enhance  the 
professional,  educational,  and  communicative  environment  of  all  school 
personnel. 

4.  HEALTH  EDUCATION:  To  develop  a  comprehensive  health 
education  program  for  students  in  grades  K-12. 

5.  STANDARDIZED  TESTING:  To  clearly  define  a  system-wide 
standardized  testing  program. 

Each  year  new  goals  will  be  prepared  to  focus  our  attention  on  those 
areas  most  in  need  of  our  attention  to  meet  the  intended  mission  of  our 
schools. 

As  a  result  of  a  new  law  (Chapter  164)  being  enacted  during  the 
summer,  senior  Tanya  Telega,  President  of  the  Student  Advisory 
Council  at  the  High  School,  became  a  student  member  of  the  school 
committee.  Tanya  began  serving  her  year  as  an  ex-officio,  nonvoting 
member  of  the  school  committee  in  October.  Tanya  brings  a  much 
appreciated  students’  view  to  the  committee’s  discussions  during  open 
session. 

The  AIDS  Subcommittee  of  the  school  commmittee  met 
throughout  the  fall.  The  committee  was  composed  of  parents,  a 
clergyman,  physician,  attorney,  the  school  nurse,  health  educators,  a 
school  administrator,  a  member  of  the  school  committee  and  me. 
Curricula  and  materials  were  reviewed  and  workshops  planned  for 
teachers  and  parents.  An  early  winter  storm  forced  the  cancellation  of 
the  workshops,  but  they  were  rescheduled  for  January  ’88.  With  the 
hiring  of  an  additional  health  educator,  all  students  in  grades  1-12  receive 
instruction  in  health  education.  AIDS  education  is  included  in  grades 
4-12  with  instruction  appropriate  to  the  age  of  the  child.  Parents  have  an 
opportunity  to  preview  curricula  materials  prior  to  their  son’s  or 
daughter’s  participation  in  the  class  instruction.  The  work  of  the 
members  of  the  AIDS  Subcommittee  is  greatly  appreciated. 

With  the  completion  of  the  evaluation  of  Harwich  Jr. /Sr.  High 
School  in  October  by  a  visiting  team  of  educators  from  the  New  England 
Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges,  we  have  commendations  to  be 
proud  of  and  recommendations  that  will  form  a  blueprint  for  action  over 
the  next  five  years.  The  Jr./Sr.  High  School  staff,  particularly  Principal 
Vincent  Bresnahan  and  Chairman  of  the  Self-Evaluation  Steering 
Committee  Paul  Mangelinkx,  have  been  commended  for  a  job  well  done 
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in  preparing  for  the  evaluation  and  in  cooperating  with  the  members  of 
the  visiting  team  so  that  a  positive  and  constructively  critical  evaluation 
report  was  the  result. 

An  important  inservice  education  and  planning  process  was  begun  in 
October  with  the  formation  of  the  Middle  School  Planning  Council 
(MSPC).  The  council  membership  includes  four  teachers,  two 
administrators,  a  parent,  a  special  education/counseling  educator,  a 
member  of  the  school  committee  and  me.  The  two-year  task  of  the 
Council  is  to  prepare  the  way  for  the  new  Harwich  Middle  School.  The 
Council  meets  for  one  full  day  each  month  to  discuss  all  facets  of  middle 
level  education  and  to  plan  how  Harwich’s  middle  school  program  will  be 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  Harwich’s  10-14  year  olds.  We  will  plan  in- 
service  education  programs  for  teachers,  make  suggestions  for  the  new 
middle  school  building,  plan  and  organize  subcommittees  of  teachers  to 
investigate  characteristics  of  middle  schools  and  middle  school  curricula 
to  make  recommendations  for  Harwich’s  middle  school.  Next  year,  the 
MSPC  will  organize  and  conduct  parent  and  student  programs  to 
prepare  them  for  the  concepts  of  middle  school  education. 

Completed  Careers .  The  school  community  was  saddened  by  the 
deaths  this  year  of  Margaret  Higgins  and  Cora  Chase.  Mrs.  Higgins  had 
retired  in  June  1987  after  44  years  of  teaching,  the  last  fifteen  of  which 
were  in  Harwich.  Cora  Chase  had  retired  in  June  1970  after  having  been 
a  teacher  in  Harwich  for  47  years.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

The  Harwich  Elementary  School  opened  its  doors  this  fall  with  a  new 
principal,  Paul  E.  Koulouris,  and  with  Marcia  J.  Hekking  in  her  second 
year  as  assistant  principal. 

Enrollment  at  the  elementary  school  is  over  seven  hundred  students 
because  of  the  closing  of  the  intermediate  school.  Despite  overcrowded 
conditions,  faculty  and  staff  continue  to  provide  the  best  possible 
education  for  our  children. 

New  programs,  such  as  Math  Their  Way  and  the  Whole  Language 
Approach  to  reading  have  been  introduced  by  teachers.  Planning  to 
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implement  a  continuous  progress  approach  to  reading  and  mathematics 
instruction  is  also  underway.  While  instruction  in  basic  skills  remains  a 
priority,  expansion  of  computer  and  other  forward-looking  programs 
continues. 

Parent  and  community  support  for  the  elementary  school  remains 
strong.  The  formation  of  a  new  Parent  Teachers  Association  (PTA)  and 
the  continued  growth  of  Harwich  Educational  Forum  (HEF)  are 
examples  of  commitment  to  our  schools. 

There  are  six  new  members  of  the  faculty  this  year:  Susan  Trask 
(Kindergarten/Preschool),  Candice  Wroe  (Grade  2),  Karen  Durand 
(Grade  4),  Linda  Ford  (Grade  4),  Sandra  Bennett  (Grade  6),  and  Karen 
O’Connor  (School  Psychologist). 

There  were  three  retirements:  Lucille  Olson  (Grade  2),  Joan  Brock 
(Grade  1),  and  Margaret  Higgins  (Grade  6).  Our  thanks  to  them  for  their 
many  years  of  devoted  service. 

The  school  community  was  saddened  by  the  sudden  passing  of  Mrs. 
Higgins  in  August.  Her  commitment  to  the  children  of  Harwich  will  long 
be  remembered.

At  Thanksgiving,  food  baskets  which  consisted  of  canned 
goods  brought  in  by  students  and  turkeys  supplied  by  the  Student 
Council  were  given  to  needy  families  in  our  community.  At  Christmas 
the  students  had  projects  for  the  young,  old,  and  needy.  Students 
donated  four  large  furniture-sized  boxes  of  toys  for  the  “Toys  for  Tots” 
drive  (which  Grade  8  won  by  bringing  in  the  most  toys).  Mr.  Stout,  as 
Santa  Claus,  accompanied  the  Student  Council  to  the  Brewster  Manor 
Nursing  Home,  where  the  group  sang  Christmas  Carols  and  delivered 
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handmade  Christmas  cards.  The  Student  Council  made  a  contribution 
each  month  to  a  charity  that  they  selected.  They  contributed  one 
hundred  ($100)  dollars  to  The  Cape  Cod  Needy  Fund,  The  Berry  Family 
Fund,  and  The  Cape  Cod  Hospice. 

The  Student  Council  sponsored  five  dances  and  supported  the  school 
by  serving  as  ushers  and  guides  at  orientation  assemblies,  OPEN 
HOUSE,  and  at  the  school  plays. 

The  Harwich  Junior  High  School  Spirit  Committee  under  the 
leadership  of  Ms.  Mary  Lou  Duquette  and  Mr.  Lawrence  Zabielski 
deserves  special  recognition.  This  outstanding  organization  which  is 
open  to  all  Junior  High  students  willing  to  work  won  an  award  for  the 
second  year  in  a  row  for  their  float  in  the  Cranberry  Festival  Parade.  The 
Spirit  Committee  also  sponsored  at  least  one  school-spirit-enhancing 
activity  a  month  including  an  Ice  Cream  Social,  a  Sixties  Dance  for 
students  and  parents,  a  most  successful  talent  show  that  sold  out  the 
High  School  Auditorium,  and  the  now  famous  School  Spirit  Decathalon 
emphasizing  student  competition  in  the  three  A’s:  Athletics,  Arts,  and 
Academics. 

The  Junior  High  Drama  Club  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Clare 
Stevens  presented  three  productions.  A  special  HAUNTED  HOUSE 
was  created  by  the  Club  for  young  children  on  October  30  and  31  in  the 
High  School  Auditorium.  CINDERELLA  was  presented  in  January  with 
Jennifer  Holden  as  Cinderella,  Jay  Canto  as  Prince  Charming,  Heidi 
Zibrat  and  Jessica  Diamond  as  the  Wicked  Stepsisters. 

SNOW  WHITE  AND  THE  SEVEN  DWARFS  was  presented  in  May 
with  Laura  Driver  as  Snow  White,  Jennifer  Holden  as  the  Wicked 
Queen,  Jessica  Diamond  as  the  Witch,  and  Heidi  Zibrat  as  Doc.  The 
Harwich  Junior  Drama  Club  gets  better  every  year  thanks  to  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Stevens  and  the  support  given  by  so  many  caring 
parents  and  teachers. 

Heather  L.  Clancy  of  Grade  8  was  the  recipient  of  the  1986-87  Brooks 
Medal,  which  is  given  to  “that  student  in  each  of  the  Harwich  Schools 
that  best  demonstrates  excellence  in  Citizenship,  Composition,  and 
Deportment.”  (Heather  was  also  the  recipient  of  this  coveted  award 
when  she  attended  Grade  6!) 

Ryan  O’Leary  for  the  second  year  won  the  school  pin  for  excellence  in 
mathematics  as  demonstrated  by  obtaining  the  highest  score  in  the 
school  on  the  National  American  Junior  High  Mathematics  Test. 

Heather  Clancy,  Alex  Steele,  and  Kara  Wiacek  earned  the  right  to 
represent  Grade  8  in  the  Third  Annual  Lower  Cape  Spelling  Bee  held  on 
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May  20,  1986,  at  Chatham  High  School.  Rachel  Marceline,  Ryan 
O’Leary,  and  Garrick  Dion  earned  the  right  to  represent  Grade  7  in  the 
competition.

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Harwich  High  School  continues  to  place  a 
very  high  percentage  of  its  students  in  post-secondary  schools.  This  year 
Jannell  Brown,  a  senior,  received  the  Chancellor’s  Award  for  Academic 
Excellence  from  the  University  of  Massachusetts. 

On  January  11,  1987,  the  following  students  were  inducted  into  the 
National  Honor  Society  by  Principal  Vincent  P.  Bresnahan  and  Assistant 
Principal  Frederick  Ebbett.  Superintendent  Charles  H.  Ferris,  Jr.,  was 
the  guest  speaker.

There  are  presently  thirty-six  students  in  Advanced  Placement 
courses  in  English,  American  History,  and  Biology  classes  studying  for 
college  credit. 
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We  have  added  a  full-time  health  teacher  and  full-time  school 
psychologist  to  the  staff  in  response  to  parent  and  student  concerns  as 
expressed  through  our  Alliance  Against  Drugs  Advisory  Council,  parent 
groups,  and  a  comprehensive  Needs  Assessment  of  our  guidance  and 
counseling  services.  Health  classes  are  now  required  in  all  grades  in  the 
junior-senior  high  school. 

New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  -  The  staff  of 
the  Junior-Senior  High  School,  along  with  students  and  parents,  have 
spent  the  last  two  years  on  a  self-evaluation  program  in  preparation  for 
the  visit  from  the  accrediting  team  from  the  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges.  The  team  visited  the  school  from  October  25-28. 
The  report  from  the  visiting  team  has  been  published  and  is  available  at 
the  school  and  town  libraries  for  review.  Among  the  highlights  of  the 
report  were  commendations  on: 

Our  “diverse  and  extensive  curriculum” 

The  “positive,  caring  attitude  demonstrated  by  teachers  in  all 
subject  areas” 

“The  community  interaction  with  the  school” 

“The  students  and  faculty  demonstrate  a  deep  mutual  respect. 
Student  behavior  is  reflected  in  the  orderly  conduct  in  the  corridors 
and  classrooms.  Students  and  faculty  exhibit  pride  in  their  school. 
The  school  administration  is  accessible  and  teachers  feel  they  are 
able  to  express  their  concerns  and  have  input  into  school  decisions.” 

“The  principal  and  his  assistants  exhibit  strong  leadership.” 

“The  dropout  rate  is  very  minimal  and  thus  insignificant.” 

“Community  involvement  was  a  positive  influence  in  the  approval 
of  the  $13  million  improvement  plan.” 

“The  Visiting  Committee  feels  that  Harwich  Junior-Senior  High 
School  does  an  excellent  job  in  preparing  students  for  college.” 

Among  the  important  recommendations  outlined  in  the  report  are  the 
following: 

“Enlarge  the  library  and  expand  the  book  collection.” 

“Upgrade  and  expand  computer  education  including  a  Word 
Processing  Course.” 

“Encourage  more  field  trips.” 

“Provide  a  late  bus  for  student  activities  participants.” 
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“Implement  a  long-range  plan  for  the  purchase,  replacement,  and 
maintenance  of  equipment.” 

In  addition,  we  received  thirty-six  separate  recommendations  to 
upgrade  the  building  in  the  School  Facilities  section  of  the  report,  along 
with  twenty-one  recommendations  to  upgrade  the  library  in  the  Media 
Section  of  the  report. 

Overall,  the  document  was  a  very  good  report  card  for  the  school,  the 
staff,  and  its  programs.  We  will  have  to  respond  in  a  two-year  and  a  five- 
year  follow-up  report  to  the  New  England  Association  to  indicate  the 
current  status  of  all  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Visiting 
Committee.  We  will  begin  to  evaluate,  plan  for,  and  implement  these 
recommendations  immediately.  The  New  England  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges  will  consider  the  evaluation  report  at  its  meeting  in 
March,  1988,  and  will  notify  us  of  the  results  of  their  deliberations  relating 
to  the  school’s  accreditation  following  that  meeting. 

Athletics  —  1987  was  another  outstanding  year  for  Harwich  High 
School  athletics.  Our  participation  on  all  of  our  various  teams  was  again 
an  all-time  high.  We  had  over  185  students  participating. 

Our  Ice  Hockey  Team  won  the  Cape  &  Islands  League  Championship 
again  and  went  to  the  semifinals  of  the  sectional  tournament.  Our  Girls 
Basketball  Team  won  the  Cape  &  Islands  Championship  and  went  to  the 
sectional  semifinals.  Our  Baseball  Team  won  the  League  Championship 
and  went  to  the  sectional  quarter  finals.  Our  Softball  Team  qualified  for 
the  State  Tournament  and  went  to  the  sectional  quarter  finals.  Our  Golf 
Team  won  the  championship  and  went  to  the  State  Tournament.  Girls 
Tennis  for  the  second  year  in  a  row  won  the  championship.  The  Boys 
Soccer  team  won  the  first-ever  League  Championship  and  went  to  the 
State  Sectional  semifinals.  The  Field  Hockey  Team  again  won  the 
League  Title  and  advanced  to  the  sectional  semifinals.  Our  Cross 
Country  Team  had  a  perfect  9-0  season,  playing  a  non-league  schedule 
of  all  larger  schools.  Our  Cheerleaders  captured  the  Cape  &  Islands 
Cheerleaders  Competition  in  March. 

As  you  can  see  from  the  above,  Harwich  High  School  had  an  all-time 
high  of  eight  Cape  &  Islands  League  Championships,  one  undefeated 
Cross  Country  Team  and  a  Championship  Cheerleaders  Squad.  This  is 
ten  championships  out  of  a  possible  fifteen  which  is  amazing,  considering 
the  size  of  our  school. 

We  are  blessed  with  outstanding  coaches  and  student  athletes. 
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PUPIL  PERSONNEL  SERVICES 


Guidance  Services  —  The  present  Harwich  Guidance  Department 
serves  approximately  600  students  in  grades  7  through  12.  The  size  of 
our  school  permits  close  personal  contact  with  individual  students  and 
allows  a  diverse  curriculum  constantly  supported  and  improved  by 
administration  and  counselling  input.  The  flexibility  of  scheduling 
permits  a  student  to  construct  a  program  consistent  with  his/her 
particular  needs,  and  superior  students  are  encouraged  to  select 
accelerated  programs  in  all  academic  areas.  College  preparation  and 
placement,  and  vocational  training  are  vital  aspects  of  the  department. 

In  the  area  of  careers,  grade  8  students  take  vocational  interest 
inventories  and  spend  a  day  at  the  Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical  High 
School  exploring  career  opportunities. 

The  following  occurs  for  grades  9  through  12: 

. . .  Armed  Services  Vocational  Aptitude  Battery  testing  is  available 
to  students  in  grades  10,  11,  and  12,  and  an  Armed  Services 
assembly  is  held  with  all  recruiters  once  a  year. 

. . .  Students  in  grades  10  and  11  are  taken  to  Cape  Cod  Community 
College  to  participate  in  All-Cape  Career  Day. 

. . .  Students  are  given  the  opportunity  to  shadow  at  Cape  Cod 
Regional  Technical  High  School. 

. . .  Occupational  information  is  available  to  students  in  both  the 
media  center  and  the  guidance  office. 

Special  Education  —  This  year  the  Massachusetts  State 
Department  of  Education  is  initiating  conferences,  workshops,  and 
seminars  around  the  concept  of  “Shared  Responsibility.”  The  goal  of  this 
theme  is  to  integrate  the  educational  goals  of  all  students,  ensuring  that 
regulations  and  testing  requirements  not  fragment  students  into  pockets 
of  isolated  instruction.  One  of  the  initiatives  that  the  Harwich  Public 
Schools  is  taking  is  to  review  all  testing  requirements  with  a  goal  of 
streamlining  group  and  individual  student  assessment. 

All  schools  have  a  referral  team  comprised  of  the  Principal,  School 
Psychologist,  Counselor,  and  Regular  and  Special  Education  Teachers. 
The  purpose  of  this  team  is  to  ensure  that  all  regular  education 
alternatives  are  utilized  prior  to  referral  for  special  education 
procedures. 

When  formal  referral  and  remediation  is  necessary,  the  goal  of  the 
department  is  to  mainstream  children  whenever  possible. 
Consequently,  the  regular  classroom  and  special  education  teachers  are 
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increasingly  working  together  in  order  to  provide  educational 
experiences  which  will  enhance  the  learning  process  for  all  children. 

At  each  school  there  are  resource  room  teachers  who  provide 
individual  and  small  group  instruction  to  special  needs  students.  Two 
speech  and  language  pathologists  administer  to  the  needs  of  students 
with  communication  deficits.  In  addition,  the  Harwich  Public  Schools 
have  the  services  of  counselors  and  school  psychologists  providing 
intellectual  and  academic  testing.  Both  individual  and  group  counselling 
are  important  aspects  of  this  program. 

Screening  programs  are  administered  to  pre-schoolers  along  with 
children  in  regular  kindergarten. 

In  addition,  the  Harwich  Public  Schools  utilizes  the  services  of  the 
Cape  Cod  Collaborative  for  low-incidence  special  needs  and  itinerant 
services  (occupational  and  physical  therapy). 

School  Psychological  Services  -  This  academic  year  has  seen  the 
addition  of  one  full-time  and  one  half-time  school  psychologist,  bringing 
the  number  in  the  system  to  two  and  one-half.  These  additions  will 
enable  the  Harwich  Schools  to  augment  our  capacity  to  offer  increased 
and  diversified  personal  and  individual  counselling.  In  addition, 
intellectual  and  projective  testing  will  allow  the  referral  team  to  make 
better  judgments  regarding  the  individual  needs  and  subsequent 
educational  plans  of  students. 

Chapter  I  -  Chapter  I  teachers  provide  academic  support  in  the  areas 
of  Reading,  Language  Arts,  and  Math.  Generally  children  meet  in  groups 
of  two  to  six  for  one  and  one-half  to  two  and  one-half  hours  per  week  and 
receive  remedial  instructions  in  areas  related  to  classroom  curriculum. 

The  process  of  selecting  students  to  receive  Chapter  I  services 
involves  the  utilization  of  group  and  individually  administered  diagnostic 
testing  instruments.  The  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services, 
Principals,  and  Specialists  participate  in  the  selection  and  placement  of 
students. 

This  year  the  Chapter  I  teachers  have  developed  workshops  geared 
toward  helping  parents  of  students  needing  homebound  reading 
activities.  The  last  workshop  provided  a  pamphlet  of  activities  and  a 
bibliography  of  publications  for  parents  to  read  with  their  children.  It 
should  be  noted  that  this  workshop  was  attended  by  reading  teachers 
from  other  Cape  school  systems. 

Pre-School  Services  -  The  Harwich  schools  provide  individualized 
services  for  eight  to  twelve  pre-school  children  in  an  informal 
personalized  setting.  A  variety  of  specialists  work  with  these  3  and  4  year 
olds  in  specific  areas  of  concern. 
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Health  Services  -  The  nursing  department  is  comprised  of  one  Nurse 
and  two  Health  Aides.  Responsibilities  include:  administering  first  aid; 
screening  for  eyes,  ears,  and  postural  deficits;  assisting  the  school 
physician  with  formal  medical  examinations;  health  education; 
counselling;  and  serving  as  a  team  member  for  special  education 
evaluations. 

BUSINESS  MANAGER 

General  —  The  closing  of  the  Intermediate  School  which  housed 
grades  5  and  6  in  May  of  1986  continued  to  impact  the  School 
Department  as  we  entered  the  calendar  year  1987. 

In  September  1986  the  student  population  of  the  Intermediate  School 
was  transferred  to  the  Elementary  School,  causing  considerable  strain  in 
special  needs  areas  and  at  the  same  time  bringing  the  building  to  virtual 
capacity.  Administration,  in  recognition  of  the  plight  of  the  classroom 
teachers,  recommended  that  the  Central  Office  vacate  the  premises  in 
order  to  ameliorate  conditions.  The  recommendation  was  adopted  and 
the  search  began  to  locate  suitable  office  space. 

The  Central  Office  personnel  at  the  time  consisted  of  the 
Superintendent,  Business  Manager,  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel 
Services,  two  Secretaries,  a  half-time  Pupil  Personnel  Services  Clerical 
Aide,  and  the  Bookkeeper.  It  was  determined  that  the  optimum  space 
needs  should  be  approximately  2,100  square  feet. 

Advertisements  were  published  and  respondents’  properties  were 
examined.  A  choice  was  made  in  favor  of  the  space  located  at  38  Sisson 
Road,  offering  approximately  1,800  square  feet  of  usable  space.  A 
contract  was  drawn  by  the  owner  and  the  Business  Manager  in  behalf  of 
the  School  Department,  and  Central  Office  staff  moved  into  the  facility 
in  March  1987.  The  contract  covers  the  period  from  March  16,  1987, 
through  August  31, 1989,  and  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  thousand  dollars  per 
annum. 

In  the  relatively  short  span  of  a  dozen  years,  the  Central  Office  has 
moved  from  its  location  at  the  Junior  High  School  to  the  Elementary 
Portable,  to  the  Elementary  School-proper  in  two  different  office 
arrangements,  to  38  Sisson  Road  in  order  to  accommodate  changing 
needs  and  conditions.  Another  move  will  be  effected  at  the  termination 
of  the  lease  in  an  attempt  to  relocate  on  School  Department  property.  It 
is  strongly  recommended  by  the  Business  Manager  that  a  permanent 
location  be  sought  and  developed  solely  for  the  purpose  of  housing  the 
superintendent’s  staff.  A  well-designed  plan,  so  augmented,  will  prevent 
the  continued  “orphaning”  of  that  group  and  prove  to  be  cost  effective  in 
the  long  run. 
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Finance  —  The  Business  Office,  in  its  second  year  of 
computerization,  was  forced  to  abandon  a  Town-wide  selected  financial 
package  developed  by  MicroArezalea  because  of  its  lack  of  capacity  to 
serve  the  needs  of  the  School  Department.  In  its  place,  a  software 
package  developed  and  tested  by  MASBO  Cooperative,  a 
Massachusetts  firm,  was  purchased  and  became  operative  by  mid- 
August  1987.  The  financial  needs  of  the  School  Department  will  be 
served  for  many,  many  years  to  come  through  the  versatility  of  this 
program. 

A  new  budgeting  system  has  been  developed  and  implemented  as  of 
September  1987.  At  the  request  of  the  new  Superintendent,  the 
Business  Manager  designed  a  system  which  incorporates  elements  of 
program  budgeting.  The  initial  experience  with  the  system  has  proved 
that  it  is  a  very  workable  one  which  will  prove  itself  to  be  an  effective  tool 
in  expressing  the  educational  plans  and  needs  in  terms  of  dollars  to  the 
community. 

Operations  and  Maintenance  —  Phase  Two  of  the  asphalt  roof  re¬ 
shingling  project  at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  was  begun  during  the 
summer.  This  phase  involved  the  re-shingling  of  Buildings  1  and  2,  an 
academic  wing  and  shop  closest  to  Oak  Street.  At  this  writing, 
replacement  of  the  eight  skylights  in  the  shop  will  be  undertaken  in  an 
attempt  to  stop  leakage  resulting  from  the  lack  of  depth  of  the  curbs  of 
these  units  and  deterioration  of  some  of  the  component  parts  because  of 
age. 

Minor  leaks  in  Buildings  3,  4,  and  5  continue  to  plague  the 
maintenance  staff.  With  but  one  in  each  building,  tracing  the  source  of 
entry  continues  to  be  the  problem.  Low  bidder  on  Phase  One,  Quality 
Roofing  Company  of  Bellingham,  MA,  has  gone  out  of  business,  leaving 
the  difficulty  of  locating  a  roofing  firm  who  is  willing  to  underwrite 
responsibility  for  the  repair  of  another  firm’s  faulty  installation.  Our 
maintenance  staff  will  continue  to  search  out  and  repair  the  source  of 
these  leaks. 

All  other  major  maintenance  projects  have  been  incorporated  into  the 
plans  of  the  School  Building  Committee  for  refurbishing  the  school 
buildings  in  the  next  two  to  three  years. 

Food  Services  —  At  this  writing,  our  new  Food  Services  Director, 
Jeffrey  Smith,  has  just  completed  his  first  year  in  the  School  System, 
having  been  hired  in  December  1986.  During  the  year,  Jeff  has 
implemented  subtle  changes  in  the  program,  offering  a  variety  of  choices 
in  the  a  la  carte  menu,  appetizing  presentations  of  the  class  A  dinners, 
along  with  the  addition  of  some  new  items.  This  has  resulted  in  increased 
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daily  participation  by  both  faculty  and  student  populations  and  a 
program  which  is  now  operating  “in  the  black.” 

An  attempt  had  been  made  since  the  passage  of  Proposition  2  1/2  to 
create  a  self-sustaining  school  lunch  program,  but  that  goal  has  not  been 
achieved,  nor  is  it  likely  to  occur  with  the  present  requirements  in  place. 
Pressures  of  increased  salary  for  our  employees  and  the  diminished 
availability  of  Federally-supported  commodities  continues  to  impact  the 
program  —  to  a  point  where  modest  advances  in  the  price  of  the  food 
items  to  our  patrons  will  not  keep  pace.  The  1987-88  school  budget  will 
reflect  increased  appropriations  to  cover  the  requirement  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education  to  keep  on  hand  three  months  operating 
expenses  in  advance  for  the  program. 

Transportation  —  The  School  Department  is  presently  in  the  third 
year  of  a  five-year  contract  for  the  delivery  of  school  bus  transportation 
services.  Transportation  services  are  being  rendered  by  Robert  Joy  & 
Son,  eight  regular  day  buses,  three  kindergarten  buses,  and  two  activity 
buses;  Barnstable  Bus  Company,  two  regular  day  buses  and  the  pre¬ 
kindergarten  bus;  T.  William  Vagenas,  one  bus;  and  Buddy  Julin,  one 
bus. 

In  September  increased  student  population  in  the  Town  made  its 
impact  on  the  Elementary  School  bus  runs  with  many  at  or  exceeding 
the  seating  capacity.  Secondary  School  runs  have  not  been  a  problem. 
With  the  assistance  of  Paul  Koulouris,  Elementary  School  Principal,  and 
Beverly  Cahoon,  Bus  Coordinator  for  Robert  Joy  &  Son,  a  new  route 
was  devised,  which  would  alleviate  overcrowding  on  seven  other  existing 
bus  routes.  The  new  route  would  be  put  into  effect  in  January  1988. 

Prior  to  the  reopening  of  the  Harwich  Middle  School,  the  entire  bus 
scheduling  project  will  be  undertaken  where  all  routing  will  be  examined. 
It  is  anticipated  that  a  three-tiered  system  will  be  in  place  to  service  our 
school  population. 

IN  CONCLUSION 

The  Harwich  Public  Schools  are  on  the  threshold  of  great,  positive 
changes.  The  changes  initiated  over  the  last  year,  I  believe,  will  bring 
about  a  school  system  of  which  everyone  can  be  proud.  In  the  year 
ahead  look  for  the  groundbreaking  for  the  new  middle  school  and  the 
beginning  of  the  much  needed  renovations  to  our  other  schools,  to  the 
continuous  evolution  of  the  curriculum  and  instruction  in  the 
Elementary  School  and  the  implementation  of  the  recommendations

With  the  continued  enthusiasm,  support,  and 
expertise  of  the  educators,  parents,  and  members  of  the  community 
who  are  involved  in  the  schools,  and  of  course  the  students  themselves, 
the  future  is  indeed  bright  for  the  Harwich  Schools. 

I  can’t  close  my  first  report  to  the  townspeople  of  Harwich  without  a 
personal  note.  I  am  delighted  to  be  in  Harwich.  I  have  enjoyed  my  first 
few  months  here,  particularly  meeting  so  many  of  you.  Working  with 
people,  meeting  challenges  and  bringing  about  positive  change,  and 
creating  and  being  a  part  of  an  environment  which  is  caring,  tolerant,  and 
exhibits  a  respect  for  individuals  are  what  I  feel  best  about.  Thank  you  for 
welcoming  me  and  my  family  to  Harwich.

1987  has  truly  been  a  memorable  year  for  the  school  system  of 
Harwich,  and  the  School  Committee  extends  its  sincere  gratitude  to  all 
citizens,  taxpayers,  and  students.  1987’s  Town  Meeting  voted  to 
approve  the  school  department’s  five  million  dollar  budget  and  also  a 
12.9  million  dollar  building  and  renovation  project  for  the  school 
buildings’  needs.  These  votes  signify  a  genuine  belief  in  and  concern  for 
the  educational  needs  of  our  children  and  an  unquestionable  pride  in  the 
appearance  and  preservation  of  our  Town’s  buildings. 

At  this  time  the  School  Committee  wishes  to  acknowledge  the  many 
diligent  hours  spent  by  members  of  the  School  Building  Needs 
Committee  informing  the  citizens  about  the  school  construction 
projects.

1987  brought  administrative  changes  to  our  school  system.  Mr.  A.

Cape  Cod  Regional  Technical 
High  School  District 


The  year  1987  was  very  successful  for  Cape  Cod  Tech.  Eight  of  our 
shops  represented  their  educational  programs  at  the  Cape  Cod  Mall 
Show  in  late  February,  and  a  very  fine  Open  House  was  held  at  Cape 
Cod  Tech  during  the  same  week.  Our  basketball  teams  received  the 
annual  Sportsmanship  Award  from  the  Cape  Cod  Basketball  officials, 
and  we  congratulate  the  teams  and  their  coaches.  In  June,  eleven  of  our 
students  went  to  Kansas  to  represent  our  school  at  the  National 
Olympics  for  the  Vocational  Industrial  Clubs  of  America  (VIC A).  They 
won  this  privilege  by  winning  gold  medals  at  the  state  and  regional 
contest  levels.  We  are  very  proud  of  their  accomplishments  and  look 
forward  to  increased  competition  in  all  of  our  departments  next  year. 
Congratulations  to  these  students,  their  teachers,  and  the  School 
Committee  for  supporting  this  effort. 

During  the  summer  months,  we  shared  our  facilities  with  the 
Barnstable  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  the  Probate  Court,  the  Land 
Court,  and  the  Extension  Services.  This  was  of  mutual  benefit  to  both 
the  County,  who  had  space  to  use  while  asbestos  was  being  removed 
from  the  West  Barnstable  Building,  and  to  the  Tech,  who  had  an 
opportunity  to  showcase  our  building  and  our  summer  programs.  We 
appreciate  the  efforts  of  the  County  Commissioners,  County 
Administrator  Barry  Johnson,  his  staff,  and  the  staff  at  Cape  Cod  Tech 
so  that  County  Services  could  continue  without  interruption. 

We  congratulate  the  142  seniors  who  graduated  in  June,  and  we  are 
very  proud  of  the  fact  that  80  percent  are  employed  (48  percent  in  their 
trade)  and  18  percent  went  on  to  further  education.

Report  of  the 

Board  of  Assessors 


During  the  past  several  years  there  has  been  a  dramatic  increase  in  the 
values  of  property,  and  during  that  period  there  has  been  a  continued 
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growth  in  the  number  of  buildings  in  Harwich.  And  this  change 
continues. 

The  Boards  of  Assessors  in  Massachusetts  are  mandated  by  law  to 
assess  property  at  one  hundred  (100%)  percent  of  its  value  as  of  January 
first,  prior  to  the  tax  year,  and  requires  a  constant  review  of  values.  An 
indication  and  guide  are  sales  data  extracted  from  the  reports  of 
property  sales  as  evidenced  by  information  contained  in  deeds,  copies  of 
which  are  furnished  by  the  Registry  of  Deeds.  While  value  means 
different  things  to  different  people,  for  assessing  purposes  one  of  the 
important  factors  is  the  price  agreed  upon  by  a  willing  buyer  and  a  willing 
seller. 

Fiscal  year  1989  is  the  period  during  which  all  property  in  Harwich  will 
be  re-assessed  and  that  process  has  been  underway  as  noted  in  this 
Board’s  report  for  last  year.  This  process  has  included  the  addition  of 
one  clerk  to  the  staff,  production  of  certain  records  into  computer  form, 
complete  review  of  the  1987  sales  reports  and  building  permits,  as  well  as 
a  determination  of  services  to  be  performed  under  contract  with 
Appraisal  Consultants  of  New  England.  It  has  been  five  years  since  the 
last  revaluation  took  place  and  that  was  accomplished  at  considerable 
savings  to  the  Town,  and  there  is  every  indication  that  this  upcoming 
activity  will  reveal  a  tremendous  change  in  property  values.  It  should  be 
noted  that,  while  property  values  increase,  the  tax  rate  on  property 
becomes  less,  and  increases  only  when  spending  by  the  voters 
increases.  A  review  of  funds  voted  at  the  1987  Annual  Town  Meeting 
should  make  this  clear. 

While  this  report  deals  primarily  with  facts  and  figures  and  the  work  of 
the  Assessor’s  Department  is  thus  reflected,  it  is  the  dedication  of  the 
people  whose  daily  efforts  have  continued  to  place  Harwich  in  the  unique 
position  of  timely  preparation  of  tax  bills  and  satisfactory  reports  which 
are  the  envy  of  many  other  communities.  David  Scannell,  Deputy 
Assessor,  is  a  credit  to  the  Town  and  his  profession  and,  under  his 
supervision,  Sue  Henry,  Head  Clerk  (Assessors);  Clare  Stone  and  Judie 
Murphy,  Senior  Clerks,  form  an  efficient,  effective  team  which  is  worthy 
of  commendation. 

Last  July,  Dorothy  Martes,  veteran  Head  Clerk,  Assessors,  retired 
after  eleven  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  Town.  Her  efficient  dedication 
to  her  work  did  much  to  create  and  maintain  records  vital  to  the  proper 
and  timely  operation  of  the  Department  of  Assessors.  On  behalf  of  the 
citizens  of  Harwich,  the  Board  extends  this  permanent  expression  of 
appreciation  and  best  wishes  for  happiness  to  Mrs.  Martes. 
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For  purposes  of  information  and  comparison,  there  is  listed  herewith  a 
copy  of  the  Cherry  Sheet,  data  related  to  valuations,  expenditures,  total 
taxes,  tax  rates,  and  numbers  of  tax  bills,  in  order  to  offer  a  brief 
summary  of  growth.
